GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Location  and  Buildings 

Boiling  Springs  College  is  located  ten  miles  west  of 
Shelby,  Cleveland  County,  North  Carolina,  and  three 
miles  off  No.  20  highway.  It  is  an  incorporated  village, 
noted  for  its  beauty,  thrift,  hospitality,  and  for  the  high 
moral  and  religious  ideals  of  its  citizens.  Located  as  it 
is  near  the  foothills  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  in 
Western  Piedmont,  North  Carolina,  Boiling  Springs  is 
one  of  the  most  healthful  sections  in  the  South. 

The  school  plant  is  made  up  of  the  following  buildings 
for  administration  and  dormitoi-y  use: 

The  Memorial  Building.  This  is  a  large  brick  struc¬ 
ture  which  has  been  erected  recently  in  honor  of  those 
who  served  in  the  late  war.  This  is  the  main  adminis¬ 
tration  building  and  contains  a  large  auditorium,  class¬ 
rooms,  music  studios,  the  laboratories  of  the  sciences  and 
home  economics,  and  offices  of  the  dean  and  president. 

The  girls’  dormitory  is  of  brick,  and  contains  the  fol¬ 
lowing.  In  the  basement:  a  large  and  well-appointed 
kitchen,  dining-room  for  three  hundred  students,  butler’s 
pantries,  storerooms,  a  laundry,  and  lavatories.  On  the 
first  floor :  office,  an  art  studio,  librai-y,  two  music  rooms, 
two  parlors,  a  reception  hall,  two  cloakrooms,  and  two 
society  halls. 

On  the  second  and  third  floors  are  dormitory  rooms  for 
girls,  each  room  having  two  closets.  On  these  floors  are 
bathrooms  and  lavatories. 

The  boys’  dormitory  is  of  brick,  three  stories  in  height, 
and  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  teacher. 

Adjacent  to  the  boys’  dormitory  is  a  cottage  in  which 
many  of  the  boys  room. 

In  addition  to  the  dormitories  which  are  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  school,  there  are  available  many 
rooms  in  homes  of  the  community.  Many  students  use 
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this  means  of  enjoying  a  closer  contact  with  the  fine 
people  who  dwell  in  the  town. 

The  gymnasium,  which  is  the  newest  building  on  the 
campus,  contains  dressing  rooms,  showers,  and  a  splen¬ 
did  basketball  court. 

Special  Equipment 

All  buildings  are  equipped  with  steam  heat,  water¬ 
works,  and  electric  lights.  Water  is  furnished  from  a 
deep  well  on  the  school  grounds. 

History  of  School 

The  need  for  an  associational  high  school  had  long 
been  recognized  and  agitated  by  leading  members  in  both 
the  Sandy  Run  and  Kings  Mountain  associations,  the 
former  being  the  first  to  take  active  steps  looking  to 
such  a  school,  but  finding  it  difficult  to  decide  upon  a 
suitable  location. 

In  the  year  1904,  when  the  Association  convened  at 
Zoar  Church,  the  Kings  Mountain  Association  resolved  to 
build  a  school,  and  took  active  steps  looking  to  that  end. 
In  1905,  Boiling  Springs,  on  the  border-line  of  the  two 
associations,  was  selected  as  the  site  and  a  happy  ar¬ 
rangement  made  by  which  the  two  associations  united  in 
building  and  operating  the  school.  The  two  bodies  have 
worked  together  in  perfect  harmony  at  all  times.  The 
school  was  chartered  on  December  2,  1905,  by  the  State 
under  the  style  of  ‘‘Boiling  Springs  High  School,  Incor¬ 
porated.’' 

In  the  fall  of  1919,  the  Kings  Mountain  and  Sandy  Run 
associations,  together  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boiling  Springs  High  School,  extended  a  hearty  invita¬ 
tion  to  the  new  Gaston  County  Association  to  join  with 
the  two  associations  before  named  in  the  ownership  and 
control  of  this  school.  In  the  fall  of  1921  this  invitation 
was  heartily  accepted  and,  in  due  time,  the  charter  of  the 
school  was  amended  so  as  to  admit  the  new  association  on 
equal  terms  and  equal  rights  with  the  other  two  associa- 
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tions  in  the  ownership  and  control.  With  a  third  strong, 
vigorous,  progressive  association  behind  this  school,  its 
future  was  assured. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  the  loyal  friends  of  the  school  in  these  associations,  a 
campaign  was  put  on  to  raise  funds  to  convert  the  school 
into  a  Junior  College.  This  campaign  came  to  a  success¬ 
ful  close  on  April  30,  1928. 

On  September  3,  1928,  the  College  opened  its  first 
session,  with  J.  B.  Davis  as  its  first  president,  and  J.  D. 
Huggins  as  its  first  dean. 

During  the  past  four  years  the  College  organization 
has  been  completed.  The  growth  in  all  phases  of  the 
work  has  been  steady.  The  enrolment  in  the  college  de¬ 
partment  was  almost  doubled  the  second  year.  By  select¬ 
ing  competent  teachers,  adding  to  the  material  equip¬ 
ment,  and  providing  an  annual  income,  the  school  has 
been  enabled  to  meet  the  requirements  for  standardiza¬ 
tion,  and  has  been  placed  upon  the  list  of  standard  junior 
colleges  of  North  Carolina. 

Endowment 

One  of  the  greatest,  if  not  the  greatest,  needs  of  the 
school  is  an  endowment.  One  of  the  most  loyal  and  faith¬ 
ful  friends  of  the  school,  Mr.  J.  L.  Putnam,  of  Zoar 
Church,  in  1919  started  an  endowment  with  a  gift  of 
$1,000.  Soon  thereafter  the  girls  of  the  school  gave  for 
this  purpose  a  $100  Liberty  bond,  and  this  has  since 
been  followed  by  a  $100  gift  from  each  of  eight  gradu¬ 
ating  classes,  the  last  eight  gifts  to  be  applied  to  the  en¬ 
dowment  of  a  Chair  of  Bible.  In  1923,  Gaston  County 
Association  made  a  gift  of  $1,102.42  to  the  endowment  of 
the  Chair  of  Bible.  By  a  provision  in  the  last  will  and 
testament  of  the  late  W.  Harrison  Eskridge  of  Shelby, 
N.  C.,  he  generously  bequeathed  to  Boiling  Springs  High 
School  %  of  10  per  cent  of  his  estate,  worth  $34,048.46. 
May  the  Spirit  lead  many  others  to  follow  the  above  ex¬ 
ample. 
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Library  and  Reading-  Room 

The  library  is  classified  and  catalogued,  and  in  charge 
of  a  qualified  librarian. 

The  number  of  volumes  has  been  increased  to  approx¬ 
imately  4,000  and  others  are  being  added  from  time  to 
time. 

A  number  of  daily  papers,  magazines,  and  weeklies  are 
kept  in  the  ample  reading  room,  which  is  an  enjoyable 
“work  shop”  for  students  and  faculty.

In  addition  to  these,  the  College  offers  each  year  the 
equivalent  of  a  tuition  scholarship  to  the  student  making 
the  best  all-round  record  during  his  first  college  year  in 
Boiling  Springs. 

The  Athenian  and  Kalagathian  Literary  societies 
award  each  a  medal  to  that  member  who  makes  the  most 
improvement  in  debate,  and  one  to  the  best  debater.  The 
Athenian  and  Kalagathian  Literary  societies  give  jointly 
a  medal  to  the  best  orator  in  the  Junior  and  Senior 
classes,  and  one  for  the  best  declaimer  in  the  Freshman 
and  Sophomore  classes.  The  Rhamsseur  Literary  So¬ 
ciety  gives  a  medal  to  that  member  who  makes  the  most 
improvement.  The  Kalliergeonian  Literary  Society  gives 
a  medal  to  the  best  debater.  Irregulars  who  have  three 
or  more  studies  in  the  two  higher  classes  shall  be  eligible 
to  the  orator’s  medal,  but  not  to  the  declaimer ’s  medal. 

Only  those  who  are  in  actual  attendance  and  who  have 
been  regular  students  of  the  school  and  active  members 
of  one  of  the  literary  societies  for  at  least  five  months 
preceding  contests  for  medals  and  honors,  and  who  shall 
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have  made  passing  grades  in  at  least  three  studies,  shall 
be  eligible  to  contest  for  medals  and  honors. 

Rev.  R.  C.  Campbell  and  Rev.  D.  G.  Washburn  give 
annually  a  medal  to  that  young  lady  who  writes  the  best 
essay. 

Mr.  A.  V.  Washburn  and  Rev.  W.  A.  Elam  give  annu¬ 
ally  a  medal  to  the  best  student  in  the  Bible  Department. 

Mr.  Bynum  Weathers  offers  each  year  the  Lucile  Green 
Memorial  Medal  to  the  best  debater  of  the  Rhamsseur 
Literary  Society. 


Social  Activities 

The  College  controls  all  social  activities  through  the 
social  committee.  The  socials  are  well  planned  and  prop¬ 
erly  distributed  throughout  the  year. 

Hand  in  hand  with  the  program  of  studies  should  go 
the  social  program.  As  much  care  should  be  exercised  in 
the  making  of  one  as  in  the  making  of  the  other.  The 
aim  of  the  program  of  intellectual  work  is  to  give  the  stu¬ 
dents  the  broadest  acquaintance  possible  with  learning,  to 
cultivate  enjoyment  in  its  pursuit  and  discrimination  in 
the  choice  of  interest  and  activities,  to  cultivate  ability  to 
enjoy  the  widest  possible  variety  of  relaxations  and  to 
learn  discrimination  in  the  choice  of  pleasures.  To  ac¬ 
complish  these  aims  the  Social  Calendar  for  the  Session 
of  1933-34,  a  worthy  guide  to  this  social  program,  will  be 
posted  in  the  hall  of  Memorial  Building  at  the  opening  of 
school. 

Literary  Societies 

There  are  four  literary  societies — ^two  for  boys,  the 
Athenian  and  the  Kalagathian ;  two  for  girls,  the  Rham¬ 
sseur  and  the  Kalliergeonian — which  have  regular  weekly 
meetings.  Every  student  is  required  to  join  one  of  the 
societies  (unless  excused  by  the  executive  faculty)  within 
four  weeks  after  matriculation ;  and  neither  boys'  society 
shall  have  more  than  three-fifths  of  the  total  number  of 
boys  in  the  school,  and  neither  girls'  society  shall  have  in 
its  membership  more  than  three-fifths  of  the  total  num¬ 
ber  of  girls  in  the  school. 
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Each  pair  of  societies  ( Athenian-Rhamsseur,  and  Kal- 
agathian-Kalliergeonian)  has  an  ''anniversary'’  each 
year,  alternating  between  the  fall  and  spring  semesters. 
Then  at  commencement  the  two  boys'  societies  stage  a 
debate  against  each  other  for  the  "Question  Decision," 
and  each  of  the  best  high  school  and  college  debaters  is 
awarded  a  medal;  representatives  from  the  girls'  socie¬ 
ties,  two  college  and  two  academic  from  each  society, 
enter  the  recitation  contest,  each  of  the  best  high  school 
and  college  readers  being  awarded  a  medal ;  likewise,  two 
college  and  two  academic  representatives  from  each 
boys'  society  enter  the  declaimers'  contest,  and  a  like 
number  the  orators'  contest,  the  winner  in  each  being- 
awarded  a  medal. 

The  institution  cooperates  with  the  societies  in  every 
way  possible,  and  if  members  are  expelled  from  the  so¬ 
cieties,  upon  approval  of  the  executive  faculty,  they  are 
expelled  from  school. 


Religious  Life 

The  ultimate  aim  of  the  Baptist  Student  Union  is  to 
develop  the  spiritual  life  of  the  individual  student  on 
the  College  campus.  Believing  that  trained  character  is 
as  essential  to  an  education  as  a  trained  mind,  the  B.S.U. 
Council  strives  to  cooperate  with  the  faculty  in  setting  a 
high  moral  standard  for  the  conduct  of  the  students  and 
in  using  its  influence  to  make  doing  right  easy  and  doing 
wrong  unpleasant. 

While  enrollment  in  the  various  religious  organizations 
is  not  compulsory,  it  is  urged,  and  every  effort  is  made 
to  make  the  religious  atmosphere  felt.  The  school  wel¬ 
comes  those  who  are  seeking  training  for  definite  Chris¬ 
tian  service,  and  encourages  every  factor  contributing  to 
that  end. 

The  B.S.U.  Council  is  the  connecting  link  of  all  the 
religious  organizations  of  the  College.  Since  it  is  com¬ 
posed  of  the  presidents  of  these  organizations,  the  super¬ 
intendents  of  Sunday  school,  and  the  pastor  of  the 
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Baptist  church,  the  interest  of  each  unit  organization  is 
conserved  and  all  are  mutually  helpful. 

Note:  The  Young  People’s  Department  of  Sunday 
school,  which  has  classes  for  young  men  and  women,  is 
one  of  the  outstanding  organizations  of  the  campus.  All 
students  are  expected  to  attend  Sunday  school  and 
church. 

The  Young  Woman’s  Auxiliary,  which  for  sevei'al 
years  has  had  100  per  cent  membership  of  Baptist  girls, 
maintains  definite  denominational  programs,  being  made 
through  the  home  church  and  reported  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  college  Y.W.A. 

The  Baptist  Young  People’s  Union  meets  every  Sunday 
afternoon,  and  most  of  the  students  are  active  members 
of  this  organization. 

The  Ministerial  Conference  is  held  one  evening  in  each 
week.  The  young  men  belonging  to  this  class  have  not 
only  the  sympathetic  support  of  the  faculty,  but  the  ad¬ 
vice  of  the  pastor  of  the  Baptist  church,  who  visits  them 
frequently. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  attend  chapel  exercises 
each  day.  One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  these  exer¬ 
cises  is  Students’  Day,  which  is  sponsored  by  the  student 
body,  the  program  being  planned  by  the  Student  Council. 

Besides  the  chapel  exercises  and  weekly  prayer  meeting 
which  is  held  at  the  church,  a  devotional  meeting  is  held 
each  morning  for  both  the  boys  and  the  girls  in  the  form 
of  a  “Morning  Watch.”  These  meetings  are  held  im¬ 
mediately  before  breakfast  in  the  society  hall  and  attend¬ 
ance  is  entirely  voluntary. 

Absences 

Earnestly  conscious  of  the  very  great  importance  of 
the  fullest  and  most  personal  cooperation  between  the 
personality  of  the  teacher  and  that  of  the  student  in  daily 
contact,  the  faculty  would  lend  every  encouragement  to 
each  and  all  students  to  utilize,  for  the  above  purpose, 
principles  as  outlined  by  the  standardization  committee 
relative  to  absences. 
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Absences  are  counted  from  the  organization  of  classes, 
and  absence  from  classes  will  be  excused  only  when  per¬ 
mission  is  allowed  in  advance  by  the  dean  and  approved 
by  the  professor.  Excuses  for  absence  on  account  of  ill¬ 
ness  or  other  unavoidable  causes  may  be  secured  upon 
the  student’s  return  to  school. 

Excuses  must  be  presented  within  one  week  after  the 
student’s  return. 

The  certificate  of  the  dean  or  physician  will  not  excuse 
the  student  from  making  up  the  class  work  missed  in  his 
absence. 

An  accumulation  of  three  unexcused  absences  will  ex¬ 
clude  the  student  from  the  class. 

Advice  to  Parents 

A  clear  statement  of  expenses  will  be  found  on  another 
page  of  this  catalogue.  Parents  are  urged  not  to  give 
their  children  more  money  than  is  necessary  to  meet 
school  expenses. 

If  you  wish  your  child  to  leave  school  for  any  purpose, 
please  write  the  dean  to  this  effect. 

Students  who  make  accounts  with  merchants  without 
the  consent  of  parents  given  to  the  dean  may  count  on 
punishment,  and  merchants  who  credit  may  lose  thereby. 

Inform  the  dean  promptly  in  regard  to  any  ground  for 
complaint,  and  do  not  jump  to  quick  conclusions.  Most 
complaints  are  written  home  in  moments  of  anger.  If 
young  people  have  their  seasons  of  dissatisfaction  at 
home,  where  the  family  ties  are  stronger,  how  much 
more  natural  at  school,  where  there  are  so  many  and 
diverse  conditions. 

Write  us  freely  about  your  children.  If  anything  goes 
wrong  at  school,  from  your  point  of  view,  tell  us  about  it 
in  a  plain,  frank  way,  and  we  will  do  our  best  to  correct 
at  once  any  wrong,  real  or  imaginary. 

Parents  who  do  not  control  their  children  at  home 
need  not  expect  the  best  results  at  school,  as  it  is  gener¬ 
ally  those  children  who  give  trouble. 
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Telegraph  messages  intended  for  the  school,  sent  to 
Shelby  or  Lattimore,  will  be  telephoned  to  Boiling 
Springs. 

Visitors  cannot  be  received  by  pupils  during  study 
hours  or  later  than  9 :30  o'clock  at  night  without  special 
permission. 

Young  ladies  who  enroll  in  this  school  are  under  its 
control,  and  will  not  be  allowed  to  visit  either  while  leav¬ 
ing  or  returning  for  the  holidays  or  any  other  times, 
without  a  teacher,  and  those  who  do  so  will  not  be  allowed 
to  enter  until  parents  are  notified. 

Young  ladies'  parents  are  asked  to  write  direct  to  the 
dean  when  anyone  other  than  the  home  folks  are  to  take 
their  daughters  home. 

Young  ladies  may  spend  two  week-ends  per  semester 
with  a  friend  away  from  the  College,  with  written  per¬ 
mission  of  parents  or  guardian,  if  sent  through  mail 
direct  to  the  dean. 

When  students  are  placed  in  this  school,  its  laws  must 
prevail,  and  parents  are  not  expected  to  interfere  by  call¬ 
ing  their  children  away  and  directing  their  movements 
during  the  term,  or  while  visiting  the  school  during  the 
term. 

The  young  men  of  the  literary  societies,  realizing  the 
growing  evil  of  hazing  in  school,  passed  resolutions 
against  it,  and  hazing  will  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

Students  are  held  responsible  for  conduct  in  their 
rooms  and  for  the  rooms  and  furniture. 

Study  hours  will  be :  from  8  :30  a.m.  to  12 :00  m. ;  from 
1 :00  to  4 :00  p.m. ;  from  7 :00  to  10 :30  p.m. 

Discipline 

The  aim  of  all  discipline  is  self-control.  This  result  is 
most  advantageously  secured  through  the  training  of  the 
judgment,  the  elevation  of  the  ideals,  the  development  of 
the  powers  of  recognizing  and  obeying  conscience,  and 
the  cultivation  of  honor.  It  is  assumed  that  the  students 
who  enter  this  school  are  ladies  and  gentlemen ;  therefore. 
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rules  and  regulations  are  reduced  to  a  minimum,  only 
such  being  formulated  as  are  necessary  for  the  general 
good  of  the  students  themselves.  These,  however,  will  be 
enforced  kindly,  but  firmly,  and  those  who  at  any  time 
find  themselves  unable  to  abide  by  them  will  be  earnestly 
requested  to  sever  their  connection  with  the  school. 

Each  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  institution  considers 
that  his  position  imposes  a  sacred  trust  as  responsible  as 
that  of  the  home,  and  supplemental  to  it.  In  all  matters 
of  discipline,  therefore,  both  the  good  of  the  individual 
student  and  the  infiuence  of  that  student  upon  his  fellow 
students  must  be  taken  into  consideration. 

A  few  underlying  principles  of  discipline  are  hereby 
given  in  order  that  parents  may  know  what  to  expect  of 
the  school : 

1.  The  purpose  of  the  school  is  to  combine  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  culture  and  moral  training  with  the  advantages 
of  intellectual  discipline. 

2.  It  is  expected  that  every  student  will  appreciate  the 
advantages  offered  and  will  courteously  observe  the  reg¬ 
ulations  found  necessary  for  the  ‘‘greatest  good  to  the 
greatest  number.’' 

Therefore,  the  following  principles  are  set  forth : 

1.  In  deportment  each  student  will  be  expected  to  be 
faithful  on  work,  prompt  and  regular  in  the  performance 
of  all  school  duties,  and  in  his  relations  with  his  teachers 
and  fellow  students  to  cultivate  and  practice  those  cour¬ 
tesies  recognized  by  gentlemen  and  ladies. 

2.  The  use  of  alcoholic  drinks,  card  playing,  gambling 
in  any  form,  swearing,  wilful  disobedience,  cheating, 
dishonesty,  or  any  gross  immoral  conduct  will  not  be  tol¬ 
erated. 

3.  All  boisterous  conduct  in  the  halls  and  rooms  is 
forbidden. 

4.  Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  keep  firearms  while 
connected  with  the  school. 

5.  Visiting  during  study  hour  is  forbidden. 
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6.  No  secret  societies  will  be  allowed  among  the  stu¬ 
dents,  and  no  organization  will  be  permitted  that  has  not 
been  approved  by  the  faculty. 

7.  No  boarding  student  will  be  allowed  to  keep  and 
operate  an  automobile  without  special  permission. 

When  it  is  deemed  best  for  the  interest  of  the  school  at 
any  time,  the  faculty  will  amend  or  change  any  require¬ 
ment  or  regulation,  or,  if  they  deem  it  wise,  will  suspend 
any  requirement  made. 


General  Regulations 

Unnecessary  absence  from  the  school  during  the  term 
can  not  be  allowed.  It  not  only  interferes  with  the 
student  who  is  absent,  but  also  with  those  of  the  class  to 
which  he  belongs,  and  with  good  order  of  the  school. 
Leave  of  absence,  therefore,  will  be  granted  only  upon 
evidence  of  illness  or  other  imperative  necessity. 

Boarding  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  go  home 
more  than  once  each  four  weeks,  except  for  special  rea¬ 
sons. 

Chapel  Absences 

Chapel  sei'vices  are  held  each  week  day,  except  Satur¬ 
day,  and  all  students  are  required  to  attend  them.  Stu¬ 
dents  who  are  not  in  their  assigned  seats  when  the  serv¬ 
ices  begin  are  marked  absent. 

When  his  unexcused  absences  reach  a  total  of  six,  a 
student  will  be  automatically  suspended  from  the  College. 

Directions 

1.  All  students  registering  on  the  day  or  days  assigned 
for  regular  registration  will  receive  a  discount  of  one 
dollar  from  the  fees  charged.  A  charge  of  fifty  cents  will 
be  made  for  each  special  examination. 

2.  Lattimore  is  the  most  convenient  railroad  station. 
Telegrams  sent  to  the  College  will  be  delivered  from 
Shelby  or  Lattimore.

3.  Each  dormitory  room  contains;  bed,  springs,  mat¬ 
tress,  dresser,  washstand,  table,  and  two  chairs.  All 
other  articles  will  be  furnished  by  students. 

4.  One  light  bulb  will  be  furnished  each  room.  If 
others  are  needed,  students  must  furnish  them,  but  not 
stronger  than  60  watt.  The  use  of  electric  irons  and 
double  sockets  is  forbidden. 

5.  Smoking  is  not  permitted  in  the  Girls’  Dormitory  or 
its  environs,  nor  in  the  Memorial  Building. 


ADMISSION  AND  GRADUATION 


Methods  of  Admission  to  the  Junior  College 

1.  By  Diploma.  Those  who  hold  the  Boiling  Springs 
Academy  diploma  will  be  admitted  thereupon. 

2.  By  Certificate.  Graduates  of  high  schools  affiliated 
with  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools,  or  other  recognized  accredited  agencies,  are  ad¬ 
mitted  on  certificate. 

3.  By  Special  Permission.  Students  above  twenty 
years  of  age,  and  of  high  purpose,  upon  the  approval  of 
the  dean  may  be  allowed  to  take  Junior  College  work, 
and  will  be  classed  as  “Specials.” 

In  order  to  be  graduated,  a  student  must  earn  as  many 
as  45  quality  points  based  on  the  grade  earned  on  his 
courses.  A  grade  of  93-100  will  earn  3  quality  points  for 
each  semester  hour  in  the  course ;  87-92  will  earn  2  qual¬ 
ity  points  for  each  semester  hour ;  80-86  will  earn  1  qual¬ 
ity  point  for  each  semester  hour;  75-79  will  earn  no  qual¬ 
ity  points,  and  a  grade  of  70-75  will  subtract  1  quality 
point  unless  the  condition  is  made  up  before  the  end  of 
the  semester  next  following.  A  clear  failure  will  sub¬ 
tract  permanently  from  the  student’s  record  2  quality 
points. 

Two  unexcused  absences  and  ten  excused  subtract  one 
quality  point  from  a  student’s  record. 

All  of  those  students  who  earn  33  or  more  quality 
points  in  any  one  semester  shall  be  placed  on  the  Honor 
Roll  and  have  their  names  inscribed  in  the  catalogue  of 
the  following  year  so  as  to  show  the  Honor  Roll  for  each 
semester. 

At  the  end  of  each  half  of  a  semester  a  check  shall  be 
made  and  all  of  those  students  not  making  a  single  qual¬ 
ity  point  shall  be  placed  on  the  delinquent  list  and  called 
before  the  dean  for  consultation. 

Freshmen  may  not  take  more  than  fifteen  hours  in 
their  first  semester  except  by  special  permission.  No 
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student  will  be  allowed  to  take  more  than  eighteen  hours 
in  one  semester. 

To  be  entitled  to  the  diploma,  the  student  shall  have 
taken  sixty-six  semester  hours  of  college  work  selected 
from  one  of  the  following  outlined  courses :

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Department  of  English 

Mr.  Hamrick 

The  work  in  English  will  be  practical.  Much  time, 
therefore,  will  be  given  to  the  study  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  our  language,  such  as  drill  in  composition, 
writing,  punctuation,  paragraphing,  capitalization,  etc. 
Formal  grammar  will  receive  due  attention,  but  the  more 
important  thing  is  the  use  of  our  language.  The  aim 
will  be  to  enable  the  student  not  only  to  express  his 
thought  so  that  he  may  be  understood,  but  so  that  he 
cannot  be  misunderstood.  The  masterpieces  of  our  lan¬ 
guage  will  be  studied  thoroughly  and  critically. 

A-B.  Composition.  A  course  designed  for  those  who 
are  deficient  in  the  fundamentals  of  English  gi-ammar 
and  composition.  Students  will  be  drilled  in  practical 
exercises  to  develop  skill  in  the  use  of  the  language.  No 
college  credit  will  be  given  for  the  course. 

Course  1.  Composition.  The  work  of  this  course  will 
include  the  following:  Fundamental  facts  of  English 
grammar,  effective  note  taking,  outlining,  choice  and  pro¬ 
nunciation  of  words.  Practice  in  sentence  construction, 
outline  making,  oral  composition,  and  oral  reading  will 
be  given.  Parallel  reading  will  be  done.  Fii’st  semester. 
Three  hours  credit. 

Course  2.  Composition.  Study  of  the  principles  of 
unity,  coherence,  and  emphasis  as  applied  to  the  sentence, 
the  paragraph,  and  the  whole  composition  will  be  made. 
Selected  pieces  of  literature  will  be  studied  to  discover 
these  principles.  Frequent  practice  in  writing  will  be 
given.  Second  semester.  Three  hours  credit. 

C-3.  A  Survey  of  English  Literature.  The  historical 
development  of  English  literature  from  the  beginning  to 
the  early  nineteenth  century  will  be  studied,  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  works  which  represent  the  outstanding 
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figures,  types  of  literature,  and  systems  of  thought  of  the 
successive  ages  of  English  literature.  Prerequisite,  Eng¬ 
lish  1-2.  First  semester.  Credit,  three  hours. 

C-4.  A  Survey  of  English  Literature.  A  continuation 
of  the  historical  development  from  the  early  nineteenth 
century  to  the  present.  Prerequisite,  English  1-2.  Sec¬ 
ond  semester.  Credit,  three  hours. 

C-5-6.  Argumentation  and  Debating.  A  study  of  both 
oral  and  written  argumentation,  with  special  attention  to 
the  theory  and  practice  of  debating,  including  brief  mak¬ 
ing,  logical  forms,  fallacies,  and  refutation.  Collateral 
reading.  First  and  second  semesters.  Elective.  Credit, 
four  hours. 

Eng.  7-8.  AmeHcan  Literature.  A  survey  of  Ameri¬ 
can  literature  from  earliest  writings  to  the  present,  with 
special  emphasis  on  recent  writers. 

Both  semesters.  Credit,  six  hours. 

Mathematics 

Mrs.  Pangle 

The  course  given  in  Mathematics  is  broad.  The  object 
in  teaching  this  subject  is  to  enable  the  pupils  to  deduce 
their  own  rules  and  thus  grasp  the  underlying  principles 
of  mathematics.  The  power  to  reason  logically  will  be 
emphasized.  Neatness  in  all  work  is  demanded. 

To  take  any  of  the  following,  the  student  must  show 
that  he  has  completed  at  least  one  year's  work  of  Ele¬ 
mentary  Algebra  and  one  year's  work  of  Higher  Algebra, 
and  that  he  is  familiar  with  the  laws  of  exponents,  radi¬ 
cal  expressions,  quadratic  equations,  progressions,  and 
the  binomial  theorem.  He  must  also  show  that  he  has 
thoroughly  mastered  the  five  books  of  Plane  Geometry. 

Course  1.  College  Algebra.  The  first  semester's  work 
consists  of  Algebra.  The  student  is  given  a  hurried  re¬ 
view  of  high  school  work,  paying  special  attention  to  ex¬ 
ponents,  radicals,  and  quadratics.  Then  progressions  and 
binomial  theorems,  logarithms,  and  general  theory  of 
equations  are  studied. 
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Course  2.  Trigonometry.  The  trigonometrical  equa¬ 
tions,  theory  of  logarithms,  solutions  of  right  and  oblique 
triangles,  special  problems.  Three  hours  a  week  for  sec¬ 
ond  semester. 

Course  3.  Solid  Geometry.  Elective,  especially  for 
those  who  wish  to  continue  the  study  of  Mathematics. 
Prerequisite,  Plane  Geometry.  Second  semester.  Two 
hours. 

Course  4.  Analytical  Geometry.  Three  hours  a  week, 
first  semester.  Prerequisite,  Mathematics  1  and  2. 

Course  5.  Elements  of  Differential  and  Integral  Cal¬ 
culus.  Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 


Department  of  Natural  Science 

Mr.  Williams 


Biology 

1-2.  General  Biology.  This  course  is  a  survey  course 
designed  to  give  the  student  some  knowledge  of  the  field. 
Distinguishing  characteristics,  structures,  functions,  and 
interrelations  of  plants  and  animals  are  emphasized. 
Two  hours  a  week  lecture  and  four  hours  a  week  labora¬ 
tory,  both  semesters.  Credit  will  not  be  given  for  one 
semester.  Credit,  eight  hours.  Laboratory  fees,  $2.00 
per  quarter;  breakage  fee,  $2.00. 

Chemistry 

1-2.  General  Chemistry.  This  course  covers  the  fun¬ 
damental  laws  of  chemistry  with  a  study  of  the  proper¬ 
ties,  methods  of  preparation,  and  uses  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  elements  and  their  compounds. 

Lectures  three  times  a  week  and  laboratory  twice  a 
week  throughout  the  year.  Credit  will  not  be  given  for 
one  semester's  work  alone.  Credit,  ten  hours.  Labora¬ 
tory  fee,  $3.00  per  quarter;  breakage  fee,  $2.00.

As  the  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  stu¬ 
dent  an  appreciation  of  Latin  Literature  rather 
than  to  bore  him  with  study  of  a  dead  language, 
this  section  of  work  will  largely  replace  grammar 
and  composition  exercises.

(c)  Lyric  Poetry: 

Horace’s  Odes. 

Open  to  students  who  offer  four  units  for  admission, 
or  to  those  who  have  completed  Course  A-B.

Greek 

The  purpose  of  this  course  should  be  to  give  the  student 
of  Greek  such  a  foundation  in  the  language  as  to  enable 
him  to  begin  a  study  of  New  Testament  Greek. 

Courses  1-2.  Fall  and  spring  semester.  Text :  Greek 
Grammar  for  Beginners — Davis.  Five  hours  per  week. 
Credit,  ten  semester  hours. 

Courses  3-4.  This  will  be  a  continuation  of  courses 
1-2.  Three  hours  per  week,  both  semesters. 

Credit,  six  semester  hours.  Texts:  Anabasis  (Xeno¬ 
phon)  and  the  Greek  New  Testament. 
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Modern  Languages 

Mr.  Bell 

French 

French  1-2  6  hours. 

Elementary  French. 

Conversation,  pronunciation,  and  reading  of  interest¬ 
ing  French  stories. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  introduce  the  student 
to  French  Literature;  to  acquaint  him  with  some  of  the 
customs  and  characteristics  of  the  French  people  and  to 
give  him  such  basic  knowledge  of  the  language  as  will  be 
necessary  for  advanced  reading  in  the  French  Classics. 
Open  to  students  entering  with  no  units  in  French. 
Text:  Grosjean:  New  Chardenal. 

French  S-U  6  hours. 

Advanced  Conversation  and  Literature. 

Open  to  students  who  offer  two  units  for  admission  or 
to  those  who  have  completed  Course  A-B. 

Texts :  Hugo,  Les  Miserables ;  Maupassant,  Contes 
Choisis;  Daudet,  Contes;  Bordeaux,  Le  Peur  de  Vivre; 
Holzworth  and  Price,  Intermediate  French. 

French  5-6 

Outline  History  of  French  Literature  and  Advanced 
Reading.  A  detail  study  of  Seventeenth  Century  Drama 
will  be  made,  with  readings  from  Corneille,  Racine,  and 
Moliere. 

Open  to  students  who  have  completed  Course  1-2. 
German 

C-1  6  hours. 

Grammar,  composition,  pronunciation,  memorizing  of 
four  or  five  German  poems ;  reading  of  many  interesting 
German  stories  and  legends. 

C-2  6  hours. 

Continuation  of  grammar ;  composition,  reading.  Pre¬ 
requisite,  German  1-2. 
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Department  of  Social  Science 

Mk.  Panc.lk 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  not  merely  to  teach 
facts,  but  rather  the  causes  and  results  of  the  various 
movements  of  history,  thus  giving  the  student  a  sympa¬ 
thetic  background  to  the  present  political,  social,  and 
economic  life  of  the  people  of  the  Avorld  as  well  as  a 
deeper  appreciation  of  the  development  of  modern  insti¬ 
tutions. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  classroom  work,  students 
will  be  expected  to  do  collateral  reading  and  research  in 
each  course,  including  the  reading  of  magazines  and 
newspapers,  which  will  be  used  as  a  basis  for  the  dis¬ 
cussion  of  current  events. 

History 

Course  1-2.  History  of  Western  Europe,  Fall  term. 
Three  hours  a  week.  Among  the  topics  studied  are  the 
Roman  Empire,  the  Church,  and  the  Papacy;  Feudalism; 
the  Renaissance  and  the  Protestant  Reformation.  Text: 
Robinson's  “History  of  Western  Europe,"  Volume  I. 

Credit,  three  hours. 

2.  History  of  Western  Europe,  Spring  term.  Three 
hours  a  week.  This  course  is  designed  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  general  trend  of  modern  European 
history.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  old  regime,  spirit 
of  reform,  the  French  Revolution,  the  Napoleonic  era, 
struggle  between  conservatism  and  liberalism,  causes  of 
the  World  War,  and  current  problems.  Text:  Robin¬ 
son's  “History  of  Western  Europe,"  Volume  II.  Credit, 
three  hours. 

Course  5-6.  American  History,  History  of  the  United 
States  (1783-1865). 

5.  Fall  term.  Three  hours  a  week.  This  course  in¬ 
cludes  a  rapid  survey  of  the  social,  political,  and  economic 
conditions  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution.  Other  topics 
studied  are  the  formation  of  the  Constitution  and  organ- 
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ization  of  the  new  government,  the  War  of  1812,  growth 
of  political  parties,  westward  movement,  slavery  agita¬ 
tion,  and  the  Civil  War. 

Text:  Muzzey's  “The  United  States  of  America,''  Vol¬ 
ume  I.  Credit,  three  hours. 

6.  American  History.  History  of  the  United  States 
(1865-1925).  Spring  term.  Three  hours  a  week.  The 
topics  to  be  studied  in  this  course  are:  Reconstruction 
and  problems  growing  out  of  the  Civil  War,  financial  and 
industrial  conditions  following  the  Civil  War,  the  Span- 
ish-American  War,  the  World  War  and  reconstruction, 
and  recent  national  problems.  Text:  Muzzey's  “The 
United  States  of  America,"  Volume  II.  Credit,  three 
hours. 

Course  7-8.  Pnyiciples  of  Economics. 

7.  A  comprehensive  survey  of  the  four  divisions  of 
Economics :  Production,  Consumption,  Exchange,  and 
Distribution.  A  few  special  problems,  such  as  Labor 
Problems,  Money  and  Banking,  Business  Financing,  and 
Business  Cycles,  are  given  emphasis. 

Text:  Economics,  Principles  and  Problems,  by  Edie. 

Fall  semestser,  three  hours. 

8.  Economics.  A  continuation  of  course  7. 

Prerequisite,  course  7.  Text,  the  same. 

Spring  semester,  three  hours. 

Courses  9-10.  Government. 

9.  American  Government  and  Politics.  A  course  de¬ 
signed  to  show  the  role  of  democratic  government  in 
modern  American  civilization  and  to  acquaint  the  student 
with  the  formation  and  workings  of  both  national  and 
local  administration.  Prerequisite,  courses  6  and  7. 

Text :  American  Government  and  Politics,  by  Beard. 

Fall  semester,  three  hours. 

10.  Continuation  of  9. 

Spring  semester,  three  hours. 
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Bible  Department 

Dr.  WErx'iiKL 

As  a  Christian  institution,  Boiling  Springs  College  was 
founded  upon  the  Bible.  The  chief  aim  of  the  school  is 
the  development  of  Christian  character.  Therefore,  the 
Bible  Department  claims  major  attention.  The  following 
courses  will  be  offered  next  year : 

Courses  1-2. 

Bible  I.  Old  and  New  Testament.  The  whole  Bible  is 
studied  from  the  historical  point  of  view.  In  the  fall 
semester  a  careful  study  is  made  of  the  Old  Testament. 
In  the  spring  semester  a  study  of  the  life  and  teachings 
of  Christ.  This  is  followed  by  a  study  of  the  spread  of 
Christianity  during  the  first  century  as  recorded  in  Acts 
and  the  Epistles. 

Credit,  four  semester  hours.  Two  times  a  week 
throughout  the  year. 

Courses  3-Jf. 

Bible  II.  Bible  Exposition;  Doctrine;  Missions; 
Church  and  Sunday  School  Methods.  In  this  course  a 
careful  exposition  will  be  made  of  some  book  in  the  New 
Testament.  Observation  will  be  made  of  great  themes 
and  subject  outlines.  A  short  outline  of  Christian  doc¬ 
trine  and  Christian  Missions  will  be  given. 

Text  Books:  The  Doctrines  of  Our  Faith,  by  E.  C.  Dar- 
gan;  Missions  in  the  Bible,  by  J.  B.  Lawrence;  Growing 
a  Church,  by  P.  E.  Burroughs,  and  the  Sunday  School 
Manual. 

Credit,  two  semester  hours.  One  time  a  week. 
Throughout  the  year. 

Courses  5-6. 

Course  III.  Christian  History.  The  main  facts  of 
Christian  history  from  the  Apostolic  era  to  the  present 
are  surveyed. 

Bible  I  and  Bible  II  a  prerequisite.  Credit,  four  semes¬ 
ter  hours.  Two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year. 
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Library  Science 

M I SS  M cM UKTH K Y 

Course  1,  2  hours. 

Fall  term.  In  general,  the  aim  of  the  course  is  to  in¬ 
struct  the  student  in  the  use  of  books,  the  selection  of 
books  and  children’s  literature,  and  the  administration 
of  school  libraries,  with  special  training  in  cataloguing 
and  organizing  a  school  library.  The  course  not  only 
arouses  interest  in  and  love  for  books,  but  also  prepares 
the  student  for  a  better  position  in  the  professional 
world.  Library  scholarships  are  offered  to  students  in 
this  course. 


Education 

Miss  Ahlks 

Course  1.  Methods  in  Primary  Reading  and  Lan¬ 
guage.  This  course  will  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
best  methods  of  teaching  primary  reading  and  language, 
together  with  texts  and  valuable  teaching  material.  Ob¬ 
servation  and  practice  teaching  will  be  done.  Credit, 
three  hours.  Fall  semester. 

Course  2.  Methods  in  Grammar  Grade  Reading  aiid 
Language.  Same  as  course  1,  except  for  grammar 
grades.  Credit,  three  hours.  Spring  semester. 

Course  3.  Primary  and  Grammar  Grade  Methods. 
This  course  will  include  a  study  of  the  technique  of  lesson 
planning,  general  method,  and  special  methods  in  ele¬ 
mentary  school  subjects.  Observation  will  be  done.  At¬ 
tempt  will  be  made  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  lit¬ 
erature  on  the  teaching  of  elementary  school  subjects. 
Credit,  three  hours.  Fall  semester. 

Course  4.  General  Geography.  Such  fundamental 
topics  as  winds,  rainfall,  climate,  and  the  effect  of  these 
on  man  will  be  considered  in  this  course.  Methods  of 
teaching  geography  and  sources  of  supplementary 
teaching  materials  will  receive  attention.  Credit,  three 
hours.  Spring  semester. 
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Course  5.  Children's  Literature,  This  course  is  de¬ 
signed  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  field  of  literature 
suitable  for  children.  Practice  in  story  telling  and  oral 
reading  will  be  given.  Credit,  three  hours.  Fall  semes¬ 
ter. 

Course  6.  Nature  Study,  Offered  the  spring  semester 
for  certificate  credit. 

Course  7.  Child  Study,  Topics  studied  in  this  course 
include  the  nervous  system,  the  laws  of  heredity,  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  environment,  the  laws  of  learning,  and  the 
nature  and  value  of  instincts  in  education.  Credit,  three 
hours.  Spring  semester. 

Course  8.  Management  of  Classroom,  It  is  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  this  course  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  or¬ 
ganization  and  routine  of  the  classroom.  Problems  of 
individual  differences,  discipline,  the  use  of  tests,  sched¬ 
ule  building,  etc.,  will  be  considered.  Credit,  three 
hours.  Spring  semester.

Before  any  certificate  will  be  issued  for  teaching  in  the  elementary 
schools  the  records  from  the  institution  in  which  the  applicant  re¬ 
ceived  her  training  must  show  that  she  has  reached  a  satisfactory 
stage  of  proficiency  in  Spelling  and  Penmanship.  This  require¬ 
ment  will  be  met  when  one  has  reached  the  Seventh  Grade  Norm  on 
the  Ayres  Spelling  Scale  and  has  made  a  score  of  seventy  (70)  on 
the  Ayres  Handwriting  Scale.  The  certification  of  this  will  be 
made  by  the  institution  and  will  appear  on  the  record.

Major,”  Haydn  “Sonata  in  C  Major,”  Beethoven  “Sonata 
Op.  49,  No.  1.” 

4.  Pieces  of  the  difficulty  of  Tschaikowsky  “Song  of 
the  Lark,”  Schytte  “Witches’  Revel,”  Merkel  “Butterfly.” 

For  admission  with  the  major  in  voice  a  student  should 
possess  a  good  natural  voice  and  a  musical  ear.  Some 
knowledge  of  the  piano  will  be  found  helpful.

Harmony  1-2. 

Required  of  freshmen  majoring  in  Music.  Credit,  two 
hours  each  semester. 

A  course  dealing  with  the  definition  of  intervals,  chord 
formation,  the  use  of  all  triads  and  their  inversions,  the 
dominant  seventh  and  its  inversions,  and  the  harmoniza¬ 
tion  of  figured  and  unfigured  basses  and  melodies.

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History  and  Appreciation  of  Music, 

Required  of  sophomores  majoring  in  Music.  Credit, 
two  hours  each  semester. 

A  survey  of  the  history  of  music  from  primitive  times 
to  the  present,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  fundamental 
principles  of  appreciation. 

Public  School  Music  Methods  1-2. 

Required  of  freshmen  majoring  in  Public  School  Music. 
Credit,  two  hours  each  semester. 

A  study  of  texts  for  grammar  grade  use  and  of 
methods  of  interesting  children  in  music,  including  prob¬ 
lems  of  classroom  management  and  the  planning  of  class¬ 
room  work. 

Teaching  of  Music  in  the  High  School  3-4. 

Required  of  sophomores  majoring  in  Public  School 
Music.  Credit,  two  hours  each  semester. 

The  organization  and  conduct  of  a  high  school  depart¬ 
ment  of  music;  discussion  of  problems  peculiar  to  junior 
high  and  high  school,  and  of  songs  and  texts  suitable 
for  use  there. 

College  Glee  Club 

The  College  Glee  Club  is  composed  of  mixed  voices 
selected  from  the  college  students.  It  meets  for  two 
regular  practices  each  week,  and  is  a  source  of  pleasure 
to  the  members  as  well  as  an  opportunity  for  musical 
training  and  experience. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  ART 


Mrs.  Honkycutt 

Studio  Art, 

This  course  is  for  those  who  want  to  prepare  to  teach 
Art,  or  for  those  who  want  to  learn  to  paint  in  oils,  water 
color,  crayon,  china,  etc.,  just  for  the  love  of  art  and  the 
cultural  achievement. 

Drawing  from  cast  and  still  life,  which  includes  a  care¬ 
ful  study  of  proportion  and  of  light  and  shade. 

Drawing  and  painting  from  still  life,  with  special  study 
of  color  and  value. 

Outdoor  painting,  with  study  of  perspective. 

Drawing  and  painting  from  models. 

Commercial  and  Decorative  Art.  Mediums  used  are 
charcoal,  pastel,  water  color  and  oils. 

Students  who  desire  a  diploma  in  Art  should  take 
Studio  Art  and  History  and  Appreciation  of  Art. 
Tuition,  $22.00  per  semester. 

Art  1,  Fundamentals  of  Draiving, 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  certain  skills  funda¬ 
mental  in  teaching  drawing  in  the  grades.  Topics  con¬ 
sidered  :  color,  theory,  lettering,  poster  designing,  pic¬ 
ture  study,  including  something  of  the  lives  of  artists, 
nature  drawing,  occupational  exercises  for  all  grades. 

Tuition,  group  classes,  each  $8.00  a  semester  for  two 
hours  credit.  Credit,  two  hours  or  four  hours. 

Art  2,  Industrial  Arts, 

This  course  is  given  for  teachers  of  grades.  It  in¬ 
cludes  the  culture  and  study  of  design,  color  charts, 
manipulation  and  work  with  wax,  clay,  textiles,  paper, 
wood,  gesso,  dipped  painting,  water  color,  charcoal,  etc. 
Two  or  four  hours  credit  may  be  given. 

Tuition,  group  classes,  each  $8.00  for  two  hours  credit. 
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Art  3,  History  and  Appreciation  of  Art, 

A  study  of  the  principles  of  art  as  shown  in  the  mas¬ 
terpieces  of  painting,  sculpture,  and  architecture,  with 
emphasis  on  showing  how  the  art  of  a  nation  reflects  its 
growth.  How  to  teach  picture  study  in  the  grades  is  one 
of  the  applied  problems  in  this  course.  Credit,  two 
hours. 

Art  Jf,  Decorative  Design, 

An  elementary  course  in  the  study  of  line,  mass,  and 
color  as  applied  to  various  surfaces  and  forms.  The  aim 
of  the  course  is  to  stimulate  the  student's  creative  ability 
and  develop  his  power  of  appreciation.  Offered  upon 
sufficient  demand.

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  develop  logical  thinking 
in  reading.  Topics  considered  include  diction,  poise, 
story  telling,  platform  reading,  ease  and  freedom,  in¬ 
terpretation,  literary  and  dramatic.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  elimination  of  affectation  and  mannerisms  in 
both  voice  and  movement. 

Through  the  study  of  expression  one  may  cultivate  the 
habit  of  self-confidence  and  ability  for  leadership,  and 
through  the  harmonious  training  of  the  mind,  voice,  and 
body  one  may  develop  forceful  personality. 

To  receive  a  junior  college  diploma  in  expression  one 
must  complete  the  required  work  for  graduation  from 
junior  college  and  two  years  work  in  expression  above 
high  school  level.  Each  senior  will  give  a  public  recital.

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BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT

Realizing  that  in  all  walks  of  life  there  is  a  great  de¬ 
mand  for  those  trained  in  business,  we  have  this  year 
incorporated  in  our  curriculum  a  two-year  secretarial 
course.  The  student  satisfactorily  completing  this  course 
will  have  secured  a  thorough  grounding  in  business  prin¬ 
ciples,  and  need  not  hesitate  to  accept  a  position  in  any 
business  office.  Besides  the  usual  courses.  Shorthand, 
Bookkeeping,  and  Typewriting,  certain  other  courses, 
which  will  be  invaluable  to  one  entering  the  business 
world,  will  be  required  of  one  completing  the  work  of 
this  department.  A  certificate  will  be  given  upon  satis¬ 
factory  completion  of  this  course.  The  course  includes: 

Shorthand 

This  course  comprises  the  mastery  of  the  principles  of 
Gregg  Shorthand,  supplementary  material  for  word 
building,  dictation  of  actual  business  letters,  and  tran¬ 
scription  of  material  from  shorthand  notes. 

Typewriting 

The  Typewriting  Course  is  recommended  to  anyone 
wishing  to  become  proficient  in  the  touch  system  of  type¬ 
writing,  whether  or  not  he  expects  to  do  secretarial  work. 
This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  real  working  knowledge 
of  all  parts  of  the  typewriter,  and  a  complete  command 
of  the  keyboard  through  finger,  concentration,  and  ac¬ 
curacy  drills,  consisting  of  interesting  word,  sentence, 
and  paragraph  work.  Practice  in  typing  neat,  correct 
business  letters  is  emphasized. 

Bookkeeping 

A  thorough  course  in  Twentieth  Century  Bookkeeping 
is  offered.  The  student  completing  this  course  will  have 
kept  three  actual  sets  of  books,  and  will  have  a  practical 
working  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  bookkeeping. 
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Secretarial  Practice 

This  course  comprises  instruction  in  office  methods, 
office  problems,  and  secretarial  practice.  Practice  work 
in  the  school's  offices  will  be  given  students  when  they 
have  reached  such  a  degree  of  proficiency  as  to  war¬ 
rant  it.

The  policy  of  Boiling  Springs  College  is  to  give  to  the 
student  his  expenses  at  actual  cost.  For  this  reason  every 
student  is  required  to  pay  in  advance  board,  tuition,  and 
fees  for  each  quarter.  This  is  essential  for  the  reason 
that  we  have  reduced  our  expenses  to  the  minimum.  The 
total  fees,  payable  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter,  or 
half  of  a  semester,  are  $56.50,  and  for  the  entire  year 
only  $226.00.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Location  and  Buildings 

Boiling  Springs  College  is  located  ten  miles  west  of 
Shelby,  Cleveland  County,  North  Carolina,  and  three 
miles  off  No.  20  highway.  It  is  an  incorporated  village, 
noted  for  its  beauty,  thrift,  hospitality,  and  for  the  high 
moral  and  religious  ideals  of  its  citizens.'  Located  as  it 
is  near  the  foothills  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  in 
Western  Piedmont,  North  Carolina,  Boiling  Springs  is 
one  of  the  most  healthful  sections  in  the  South. 

The  school  plant  is  made  up  of  the  following  buildings 
for  administration  and  dormitoi-y  use: 

The  Memorial  Building.  This  is  a  large  brick  struc¬ 
ture  which  has  been  erected  recently  in  honor  of  those 
who  served  in  the  late  war.  This  is  the  main  adminis¬ 
tration  building  and  contains  a  large  auditorium,  class¬ 
rooms,  music  studios,  the  laboratories  of  the  sciences  and 
home  economics,  and  offices  of  the  dean  and  president. 

The  girls’  dormitory  is  of  brick,  and  contains  the  fol¬ 
lowing.  In  the  basement:  a  large  and  well-appointed 
kitchen,  dining-room  for  three  hundred  students,  butler’s 
pantries,  storerooms,  a  laundry,  and  lavatories.  On  the 
first  floor :  office,  an  art  studio,  library,  two  music  rooms, 
two  parlors,  a  reception  hall,  two  cloakrooms,  and  two 
society  halls. 

On  the  second  and  third  floors  are  dormitory  rooms  for 
girls,  each  room  having  two  closets.  On  these  floors  are 
bathrooms  and  lavatories. 

The  boys’  dormitory  is  of  brick,  three  stories  in  height, 
and  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  teacher. 

Adjacent  to  the  boys’  dormitory  is  a  cottage  in  which 
many  of  the  boys  room. 

In  addition  to  the  dormitories  which  are  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  school,  there  are  available  many 
rooms  in  homes  of  the  community.  Many  students  use 
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this  means  of  enjoying  a  closer  contact  with  the  fine 
people  who  dwell  in  the  town. 

The  gymnasium,  which  is  the  newest  building  on  the 
campus,  contains  dressing  rooms,  showers,  and  a  splen¬ 
did  basketball  court. 

Special  Equipment 

All  buildings  are  equipped  with  steam  heat,  watei’- 
works,  and  electric  lights.  Water  is  furnished  from  a 
deep  well  on  the  school  grounds. 

History  of  School 

The  need  for  an  associational  high  school  had  long 
been  recognized  and  agitated  by  leading  members  in  both 
the  Sandy  Run  and  Kings  Mountain  associations,  the 
former  being  the  first  to  take  active  steps  looking  to 
such  a  school,  but  finding  it  difficult  to  decide  upon  a 
suitable  location. 

In  the  year  1904,  when  the  Association  convened  at 
Zoar  Church,  the  Kings  Mountain  Association  resolved  to 
build  a  school,  and  took  active  steps  looking  to  that  end. 
In  1905,  Boiling  Springs,  on  the  border-line  of  the  two 
associations,  was  selected  as  the  site  and  a  happy  ar¬ 
rangement  made  by  which  the  two  associations  united  in 
building  and  operating  the  school.  The  two  bodies  have 
worked  together  in  perfect  harmony  at  all  times.  The 
school  was  chartered  on  December  2,  1905,  by  the  State 
under  the  style  of  “Boiling  Springs  High  School,  Incoi'- 
porated.” 

In  the  fall  of  1919,  the  Kings  Mountain  and  Sandy  Run 
associations,  together  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Boiling  Springs  High  School,  extended  a  hearty  invita¬ 
tion  to  the  new  Gaston  County  Association  to  join  with 
the  two  associations  before  named  in  the  ownership  and 
control  of  this  school.  In  the  fall  of  1921  this  invitation 
was  heartily  accepted  and,  in  due  time,  the  charter  of  the 
school  was  amended  so  as  to  admit  the  new  association  on 
equal  terms  and  equal  rights  with  the  other  two  associa- 
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tions  in  the  ownership  and  control.  With  a  third  strong, 
vigorous,  progressive  association  behind  this  school,  its 
future  was  assured. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  the  loyal  friends  of  the  school  in  these  associations,  a 
campaign  was  put  on  to  raise  funds  to  convert  the  school 
into  a  Junior  College.  This  campaign  came  to  a  success¬ 
ful  close  on  April  30,  1928. 

On  September  3,  1928,  the  College  opened  its  first 
session,  with  J.  B.  Davis  as  its  first  president,  and  J.  D. 
Huggins  as  its  first  dean. 

During  the  past  four  years  the  College  organization 
has  been  completed.  The  growth  in  all  phases  of  the 
work  has  been  steady.  The  enrolment  in  the  college  de¬ 
partment  was  almost  doubled  the  second  year.  By  select¬ 
ing  competent  teachers,  adding  to  the  material  equip¬ 
ment,  and  providing  an  annual  income,  the  school  has 
been  enabled  to  meet  the  requirements  for  standardiza¬ 
tion,  and  has  been  placed  upon  the  list  of  standard  junior 
colleges  of  North  Carolina. 

Endowment 

One  of  the  greatest,  if  not  the  greatest,  needs  of  the 
school  is  an  endowment.  One  of  the  most  loyal  and  faith¬ 
ful  friends  of  the  school,  Mr.  J.  L.  Putnam,  of  Zoar 
Church,  in  1919  started  an  endowment  with  a  gift  of 
$1,000.  Soon  thereafter  the  girls  of  the  school  gave  for 
this  purpose  a  $100  Liberty  bond,  and  this  has  since 
been  followed  by  a  $100  gift  from  each  of  eight  gradu¬ 
ating  classes,  the  last  eight  gifts  to  be  applied  to  the  en¬ 
dowment  of  a  Chair  of  Bible.  In  1923,  Gaston  County 
Association  made  a  gift  of  $1,102.42  to  the  endowment  of 
the  Chair  of  Bible.  By  a  provision  in  the  last  will  and 
testament  of  the  late  W.  Harrison  Eskridge  of  Shelby, 
N.  C.,  he  generously  bequeathed  to  Boiling  Springs  High 
School  %  of  10  per  cent  of  his  estate,  worth  $34,048.46. 
May  the  Spirit  lead  many  others  to  follow  the  above  ex¬ 
ample. 
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Library  and  Reading'  Room 

The  library  is  classified  and  catalogued,  and  in  charge 
of  a  qualified  librarian. 

The  number  of  volumes  has  been  increased  to  approx¬ 
imately  4,000  and  others  are  being  added  from  time  to 
time. 

A  number  of  daily  papers,  magazines,  and  weeklies  are 
kept  in  the  ample  reading  room,  which  is  an  enjoyable 
“work  shop”  for  students  and  faculty. 

Scholarships  and  Loan  Funds

the  ministry  in  the  Baptist  Church,  preference  being 
given  to  relatives  of  the  Martin  family.

Lila  W oodivard  Loan  Fund,  $90.00. 

In  addition  to  these,  the  College  offers  each  year  the 
equivalent  of  a  tuition  scholarship  to  the  student  making 
the  best  all-round  record  during  his  first  college  year  in 
Boiling  Springs. 

The  Athenian  and  Kalagathian  Literary  societies 
award  each  a  medal  to  that  member  who  makes  the  most 
improvement  in  debate,  and  one  to  the  best  debater.  The 
Athenian  and  Kalagathian  Literary  societies  give  jointly 
a  medal  to  the  best  orator  in  the  Junior  and  Senior 
classes,  and  one  for  the  best  declaimer  in  the  Freshman 
and  Sophomore  classes.  The  Rhamsaeur  Literary  So¬ 
ciety  gives  a  medal  to  that  member  who  makes  the  most 
improvement.  The  Kalliergeonian  Literary  Society  gives 
a  medal  to  the  best  debater.  Irregulars  who  have  three 
or  more  studies  in  the  two  higher  classes  shall  be  eligible 
to  the  orator’s  medal,  but  not  to  the  declaimer ’s  medal. 

Only  those  who  are  in  actual  attendance  and  who  have 
been  regular  students  of  the  school  and  active  members 
of  one  of  the  literary  societies  for  at  least  five  months 
preceding  contests  for  medals  and  honors,  and  who  shall 
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have  made  passing  grades  in  at  least  three  studies,  shall 
be  eligible  to  contest  for  medals  and  honors. 

Rev.  R.  C.  Campbell  and  Rev.  D.  G.  Washburn  give 
annually  a  medal  to  that  young  lady  who  writes  the  best 
essay. 

Mr.  A.  V.  Washburn  and  Rev.  W.  A.  Elam  give  annu¬ 
ally  a  medal  to  the  best  student  in  the  Bible  Department. 

Mr.  Bynum  Weathers  offers  each  year  the  Liicile  Green 
Memorial  Medal  to  the  best  debater  of  the  Rhamsseur 
Literary  Society. 


Social  Activities 

The  College  controls  all  social  activities  through  the 
social  committee.  The  socials  are  well  planned  and  prop¬ 
erly  distributed  throughout  the  year. 

Hand  in  hand  with  the  program  of  studies  should  go 
the  social  program.  As  much  care  should  be  exercised  in 
the  making  of  one  as  in  the  making  of  the  other.  The 
aim  of  the  program  of  intellectual  work  is  to  give  the  stu¬ 
dents  the  broadest  acquaintance  possible  with  learning,  to 
cultivate  enjoyment  in  its  pursuit  and  discrimination  in 
the  choice  of  interest  and  activities,  to  cultivate  ability  to 
enjoy  the  widest  possible  variety  of  relaxations  and  to 
learn  discrimination  in  the  choice  of  pleasures.  To  ac¬ 
complish  these  aims  the  Social  Calendar  for  the  Session 
of  1933-34,  a  worthy  guide  to  this  social  program,  will  be 
posted  in  the  hall  of  Memorial  Building  at  the  opening  of 
school. 

Literary  Societies 

There  are  four  literary  societies — ^two  for  boys,  the 
Athenian  and  the  Kalagathian ;  two  for  girls,  the  Rham¬ 
sseur  and  the  Kalliergeonian — which  have  regular  weekly 
meetings.  Every  student  is  required  to  join  one  of  the 
societies  (unless  excused  by  the  executive  faculty)  within 
four  weeks  after  matriculation ;  and  neither  boys'  society 
shall  have  more  than  three-fifths  of  the  total  number  of 
boys  in  the  school,  and  neither  girls'  society  shall  have  in 
its  membership  more  than  three-fifths  of  the  total  num¬ 
ber  of  girls  in  the  school. 
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Each  pair  of  societies  ( Athenian-Rhamsseur,  and  Kal- 
agathian-Kalliergeonian)  has  an  '^anniversary''  each 
year,  alternating  between  the  fall  and  spring  semesters. 
Then  at  commencement  the  two  boys'  societies  stage  a 
debate  against  each  other  for  the  "Question  Decision," 
and  each  of  the  best  high  school  and  college  debaters  is 
awarded  a  medal;  representatives  from  the  girls'  socie¬ 
ties,  two  college  and  two  academic  from  each  society, 
enter  the  recitation  contest,  each  of  the  best  high  school 
and  college  readers  being  awarded  a  medal ;  likewise,  two 
college  and  two  academic  representatives  from  each 
boys'  society  enter  the  declaimers'  contest,  and  a  like 
number  the  orators'  contest,  the  winner  in  each  being- 
awarded  a  medal. 

The  institution  cooperates  with  the  societies  in  every 
way  possible,  and  if  members  are  expelled  from  the  so¬ 
cieties,  upon  approval  of  the  executive  faculty,  they  are 
expelled  from  school. 


Religious  Life 

The  ultimate  aim  of  the  Baptist  Student  Union  is  to 
develop  the  spiritual  life  of  the  individual  student  on 
the  College  campus.  Believing  that  trained  character  is 
as  essential  to  an  education  as  a  trained  mind,  the  B.S.U. 
Council  strives  to  cooperate  with  the  faculty  in  setting  a 
high  moral  standard  for  the  conduct  of  the  students  and 
in  using  its  influence  to  make  doing  right  easy  and  doing 
wrong  unpleasant. 

While  enrollment  in  the  various  religious  organizations 
is  not  compulsory,  it  is  urged,  and  every  effort  is  made 
to  make  the  religious  atmosphere  felt.  The  school  wel¬ 
comes  those  who  are  seeking  training  for  definite  Chris¬ 
tian  service,  and  encourages  every  factor  contributing  to 
that  end. 

The  B.S.U.  Council  is  the  connecting  link  of  all  the 
religious  organizations  of  the  College.  Since  it  is  com¬ 
posed  of  the  presidents  of  these  organizations,  the  super¬ 
intendents  of  Sunday  school,  and  the  pastor  of  the 
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Baptist  church,  the  interest  of  each  unit  organization  is 
conserved  and  all  are  mutually  helpful. 

Note:  The  Young  People’s  Depai'tment  of  Sunday 
school,  which  has  classes  for  young  men  and  women,  is 
one  of  the  outstanding  organizations  of  the  campus.  All 
students  are  expected  to  attend  Sunday  school  and 
church. 

The  Young  Woman’s  Auxiliary,  which  for  sevei-al 
years  has  had  100  per  cent  membership  of  Baptist  girls, 
maintains  definite  denominational  programs,  being  made 
through  the  home  church  and  reported  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  college  Y.W.A. 

The  Baptist  Young  People’s  Union  meets  every  Sunday 
afternoon,  and  most  of  the  students  are  active  members 
of  this  organization. 

The  Ministerial  Conference  is  held  one  evening  in  each 
week.  The  young  men  belonging  to  this  class  have  not 
only  the  sympathetic  support  of  the  faculty,  but  the  ad¬ 
vice  of  the  pastor  of  the  Baptist  church,  who  visits  them 
frequently. 

Every  student  is  expected  to  attend  chapel  exercises 
each  day.  One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  these  exer¬ 
cises  is  Students’  Day,  which  is  sponsored  by  the  student 
body,  the  program  being  planned  by  the  Student  Council. 

Besides  the  chapel  exercises  and  weekly  prayer  meeting 
which  is  held  at  the  church,  a  devotional  meeting  is  held 
each  morning  for  both  the  boys  and  the  girls  in  the  form 
of  a  “Morning  Watch.”  These  meetings  are  held  im¬ 
mediately  before  breakfast  in  the  society  hall  and  attend¬ 
ance  is  entirely  voluntary. 

Absences 

Earnestly  conscious  of  the  very  great  importance  of 
the  fullest  and  most  personal  cooperation  between  the 
personality  of  the  teacher  and  that  of  the  student  in  daily 
contact,  the  faculty  would  lend  every  encouragement  to 
each  and  all  students  to  utilize,  for  the  above  purpose, 
principles  as  outlined  by  the  standardization  committee 
relative  to  absences. 
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Absences  are  counted  from  the  organization  of  classes, 
and  absence  from  classes  will  be  excused  only  when  per¬ 
mission  is  allowed  in  advance  by  the  dean  and  approved 
by  the  professor.  Excuses  for  absence  on  account  of  ill¬ 
ness  or  other  unavoidable  causes  may  be  secured  upon 
the  student's  return  to  school. 

Excuses  must  be  presented  within  one  week  after  the 
student's  return. 

The  certificate  of  the  dean  or  physician  will  not  excuse 
the  student  from  making  up  the  class  work  missed  in  his 
absence. 

An  accumulation  of  three  unexcused  absences  will  ex¬ 
clude  the  student  from  the  class. 

Advice  to  Parents 

A  clear  statement  of  expenses  will  be  found  on  another 
page  of  this  catalogue.  Parents  are  urged  not  to  give 
their  children  more  money  than  is  necessary  to  meet 
school  expenses. 

If  you  wish  your  child  to  leave  school  for  any  purpose, 
please  write  the  dean  to  this  effect. 

Students  who  make  accounts  with  merchants  without 
the  consent  of  parents  given  to  the  dean  may  count  on 
punishment,  and  merchants  who  credit  may  lose  thereby. 

Inform  the  dean  promptly  in  regard  to  any  ground  for 
complaint,  and  do  not  jump  to  quick  conclusions.  Most 
complaints  are  written  home  in  moments  of  anger.  If 
young  people  have  their  seasons  of  dissatisfaction  at 
home,  where  the  family  ties  are  stronger,  how  much 
more  natural  at  school,  where  there  are  so  many  and 
diverse  conditions. 

Write  us  freely  about  your  children.  If  anything  goes 
wrong  at  school,  from  your  point  of  view,  tell  us  about  it 
in  a  plain,  frank  way,  and  we  will  do  our  best  to  correct 
at  once  any  wrong,  real  or  imaginary. 

Parents  who  do  not  control  their  children  at  home 
need  not  expect  the  best  results  at  school,  as  it  is  gener¬ 
ally  those  children  who  give  trouble. 
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Telegraph  messages  intended  for  the  school,  sent  to 
Shelby  or  Lattimore,  will  be  telephoned  to  Boiling 
Springs. 

Visitors  cannot  be  received  by  pupils  during  study 
hours  or  later  than  9 :30  o’clock  at  night  without  special 
permission. 

Young  ladies  who  enroll  in  this  school  are  under  its 
control,  and  will  not  be  allowed  to  visit  either  while  leav¬ 
ing  or  returning  for  the  holidays  or  any  other  times, 
without  a  teacher,  and  those  who  do  so  will  not  be  allowed 
to  enter  until  parents  are  notified. 

Young  ladies’  parents  are  asked  to  write  direct  to  the 
dean  when  anyone  other  than  the  home  folks  are  to  take 
their  daughters  home. 

Young  ladies  may  spend  two  week-ends  per  semester 
with  a  friend  away  from  the  College,  with  written  per¬ 
mission  of  parents  or  guardian,  if  sent  through  mail 
direct  to  the  dean. 

When  students  are  placed  in  this  school,  its  laws  must 
prevail,  and  parents  are  not  expected  to  interfere  by  call¬ 
ing  their  children  away  and  directing  their  movements 
during  the  term,  or  while  visiting  the  school  during  the 
term. 

The  young  men  of  the  literary  societies,  realizing  the 
growing  evil  of  hazing  in  school,  passed  resolutions 
against  it,  and  hazing  will  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

Students  are  held  responsible  for  conduct  in  their 
rooms  and  for  the  rooms  and  furniture. 

Study  hours  will  be :  from  8  :30  a.m.  to  12 :00  m. ;  from 
1 :00  to  4 :00  p.m. ;  from  7 :00  to  10 :30  p.m. 

Discipline 

The  aim  of  all  discipline  is  self-control.  This  result  is 
most  advantageously  secured  through  the  training  of  the 
judgment,  the  elevation  of  the  ideals,  the  development  of 
the  powers  of  recognizing  and  obeying  conscience,  and 
the  cultivation  of  honor.  It  is  assumed  that  the  students 
who  enter  this  school  are  ladies  and  gentlemen ;  therefore. 
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rules  and  regulations  are  reduced  to  a  minimum,  only 
such  being  formulated  as  are  necessary  for  the  general 
good  of  the  students  themselves.  These,  however,  will  be 
enforced  kindly,  but  firmly,  and  those  who  at  any  time 
find  themselves  unable  to  abide  by  them  will  be  earnestly 
requested  to  sever  their  connection  with  the  school. 

Each  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  institution  considers 
that  his  position  imposes  a  sacred  trust  as  responsible  as 
that  of  the  home,  and  supplemental  to  it.  In  all  matters 
of  discipline,  therefore,  both  the  good  of  the  individual 
student  and  the  infiuence  of  that  student  upon  his  fellow 
students  must  be  taken  into  consideration. 

A  few  underlying  principles  of  discipline  are  hereby 
given  in  order  that  parents  may  know  what  to  expect  of 
the  school : 

1.  The  purpose  of  the  school  is  to  combine  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  culture  and  moral  training  with  the  advantages 
of  intellectual  discipline. 

2.  It  is  expected  that  every  student  will  appreciate  the 
advantages  offered  and  will  courteously  observe  the  reg¬ 
ulations  found  necessary  for  the  ''greatest  good  to  the 
greatest  number.’' 

Therefore,  the  following  principles  are  set  forth : 

1.  In  deportment  each  student  will  be  expected  to  be 
faithful  on  work,  prompt  and  regular  in  the  performance 
of  all  school  duties,  and  in  his  relations  with  his  teachers 
and  fellow  students  to  cultivate  and  practice  those  cour¬ 
tesies  recognized  by  gentlemen  and  ladies. 

2.  The  use  of  alcoholic  drinks,  card  playing,  gambling 
in  any  form,  swearing,  wilful  disobedience,  cheating, 
dishonesty,  or  any  gross  immoral  conduct  will  not  be  tol¬ 
erated. 

3.  All  boisterous  conduct  in  the  halls  and  rooms  is 
forbidden. 

4.  Students  will  not  be  allowed  to  keep  firearms  while 
connected  with  the  school. 

5.  Visiting  during  study  hour  is  forbidden. 
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6.  No  seci’et  societies  will  be  allowed  among  the  stu¬ 
dents,  and  no  organization  will  be  permitted  that  has  not 
been  approved  by  the  faculty. 

7.  No  boarding  student  will  be  allowed  to  keep  and 
operate  an  automobile  without  special  permission. 

When  it  is  deemed  best  for  the  interest  of  the  school  at 
any  time,  the  faculty  will  amend  or  change  any  require¬ 
ment  or  regulation,  or,  if  they  deem  it  wise,  will  suspend 
any  requirement  made. 


General  Regulations 

Unnecessary  absence  from  the  school  during  the  term 
can  not  be  allowed.  It  not  only  interferes  with  the 
student  who  is  absent,  but  also  with  those  of  the  class  to 
which  he  belongs,  and  with  good  order  of  the  school. 
Leave  of  absence,  therefore,  will  be  granted  only  upon 
evidence  of  illness  or  other  imperative  necessity. 

Boarding  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  go  home 
more  than  once  each  four  weeks,  except  for  special  rea¬ 
sons. 

Chapel  Absences 

Chapel  sei'vices  are  held  each  week  day,  except  Satur¬ 
day,  and  all  students  are  required  to  attend  them.  Stu¬ 
dents  who  are  not  in  their  assigned  seats  when  the  serv¬ 
ices  begin  are  marked  absent. 

When  his  unexcused  absences  reach  a  total  of  six,  a 
student  will  be  automatically  suspended  from  the  College. 

Directions 

1.  All  students  registering  on  the  day  or  days  assigned 
for  regular  registration  will  receive  a  discount  of  one 
dollar  from  the  fees  charged.  A  charge  of  fifty  cents  will 
be  made  for  each  special  examination. 

2.  Lattimore  is  the  most  convenient  I’aih'oad  station. 
Telegrams  sent  to  the  College  will  be  delivered  from 
Shelby  or  Lattimore. 
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3.  Each  dormitory  room  contains:  bed,  springs,  mat¬ 
tress,  dresser,  washstand,  table,  and  two  chairs.  All 
other  articles  will  be  furnished  by  students. 

4.  One  light  bulb  will  be  furnished  each  room.  If 
others  are  needed,  students  must  furnish  them,  but  not 
stronger  than  60  watt.  The  use  of  electric  irons  and 
double  sockets  is  forbidden. 

5.  Smoking  is  not  permitted  in  the  Girls’  Dormitory  or 
its  environs,  nor  in  the  Memorial  Building. 


ADMISSION  AND  GRADUATION 


Methods  of  Admission  to  the  Junior  College 

1.  By  Diploma.  Those  who  hold  the  Boiling  Springs 
Academy  diploma  will  be  admitted  thereupon. 

2.  By  Certificate.  Graduates  of  high  schools  affiliated 
with  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools,  or  other  recognized  accredited  agencies,  are  ad¬ 
mitted  on  certificate. 

3.  By  Special  Permission.  Students  above  twenty 
years  of  age,  and  of  high  purpose,  upon  the  approval  of 
the  dean  may  be  allowed  to  take  Junior  College  work, 
and  will  be  classed  as  “Specials.” 

In  order  to  be  graduated,  a  student  must  earn  as  many 
as  45  quality  points  based  on  the  grade  earned  on  his 
courses.  A  grade  of  93-100  will  earn  3  quality  points  for 
each  semester  hour  in  the  course ;  87-92  will  earn  2  qual¬ 
ity  points  for  each  semester  hour ;  80-86  will  earn  1  qual¬ 
ity  point  for  each  semester  hour;  75-79  will  earn  no  qual¬ 
ity  points,  and  a  grade  of  70-75  will  subtract  1  quality 
point  unless  the  condition  is  made  up  before  the  end  of 
the  semester  next  following.  A  clear  failure  will  sub¬ 
tract  permanently  from  the  student’s  record  2  quality 
points. 

Two  unexcused  absences  and  ten  excused  subtract  one 
quality  point  from  a  student’s  record. 

All  of  those  students  who  earn  33  or  more  quality 
points  in  any  one  semester  shall  be  placed  on  the  Honor 
Roll  and  have  their  names  inscribed  in  the  catalogue  of 
the  following  year  so  as  to  show  the  Honor  Roll  for  each 
semester. 

At  the  end  of  each  half  of  a  semester  a  check  shall  be 
made  and  all  of  those  students  not  making  a  single  qual¬ 
ity  point  shall  be  placed  on  the  delinquent  list  and  called 
before  the  dean  for  consultation. 

Freshmen  may  not  take  more  than  fifteen  hours  in 
their  first  semester  except  by  special  permission.  No 
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student  will  be  allowed  to  take  more  than  eighteen  hours 
in  one  semester. 

To  be  entitled  to  the  diploma,  the  student  shall  have 
taken  sixty-six  semester  hours  of  college  work  selected 
from  one  of  the  following  outlined  courses:

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Department  of  English 

Mr.  Hamrick 

The  work  in  English  will  be  practical.  Much  time, 
therefore,  will  be  given  to  the  study  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  our  language,  such  as  drill  in  composition, 
writing,  punctuation,  paragraphing,  capitalization,  etc. 
Formal  grammar  will  receive  due  attention,  but  the  more 
irnportant  thing  is  the  use  of  our  language.  The  aim 
will  be  to  enable  the  student  not  only  to  express  his 
thought  so  that  he  may  be  understood,  but  so  that  he 
cannot  be  misunderstood.  The  masterpieces  of  our  lan¬ 
guage  will  be  studied  thoroughly  and  critically. 

A-B.  Composition.  A  course  designed  for  those  who 
are  deficient  in  the  fundamentals  of  English  grammar 
and  composition.  Students  will  be  drilled  in  practical 
exercises  to  develop  skill  in  the  use  of  the  language.  No 
college  credit  will  be  given  for  the  course. 

Course  1.  Composition.  The  work  of  this  course  will 
include  the  following;  Fundamental  facts  of  English 
grammar,  effective  note  taking,  outlining,  choice  and  pro¬ 
nunciation  of  words.  Practice  in  sentence  construction, 
outline  making,  oral  composition,  and  oral  reading  will 
be  given.  Parallel  reading  will  be  done.  First  semester. 
Three  hours  credit. 

Course  2.  Composition.  Study  of  the  principles  of 
unity,  coherence,  and  emphasis  as  applied  to  the  sentence, 
the  paragraph,  and  the  whole  composition  will  be  made! 
Selected  pieces  of  literature  will  be  studied  to  discover 
these  principles.  Frequent  practice  in  writing  will  be 
given.  Second  semester.  Three  hours  credit. 

C-3.  A  Survey  of  English  Literature.  The  historical 
development  of  English  literature  from  the  beginning  to 
the  early  nineteenth  centui-y  will  be  studied,  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  works  which  represent  the  outstanding 
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figures,  types  of  literature,  and  systems  of  thought  of  the 
successive  ages  of  English  literature.  Prerequisite,  Eng¬ 
lish  1-2.  First  semester.  Credit,  three  hours. 

C-4.  A  Survey  of  English  Literature.  A  continuation 
of  the  historical  development  from  the  early  nineteenth 
century  to  the  present.  Prerequisite,  English  1-2.  Sec¬ 
ond  semester.  Credit,  three  hours. 

C-5-6.  Argumentation  and  Debating.  A  study  of  both 
oral  and  written  argumentation,  with  special  attention  to 
the  theory  and  practice  of  debating,  including  brief  mak¬ 
ing,  logical  forms,  fallacies,  and  refutation.  Collateral 
reading.  First  and  second  semesters.  Elective.  Credit, 
four  hours. 

Eng.  7-8.  American  Literature.  A  survey  of  Ameri¬ 
can  literature  from  earliest  writings  to  the  present,  with 
special  emphasis  on  recent  writers. 

Both  semesters.  Credit,  six  hours. 

Mathematics 

Mrs.  Pangle 

The  course  given  in  Mathematics  is  broad.  The  object 
in  teaching  this  subject  is  to  enable  the  pupils  to  deduce 
their  own  rules  and  thus  grasp  the  underlying  principles 
of  mathematics.  The  power  to  reason  logically  will  be 
emphasized.  Neatness  in  all  work  is  demanded. 

To  take  any  of  the  following,  the  student  must  show 
that  he  has  completed  at  least  one  year’s  work  of  Ele¬ 
mentary  Algebra  and  one  year’s  work  of  Higher  Algebra, 
and  that  he  is  familiar  with  the  laws  of  exponents,  radi¬ 
cal  expressions,  quadratic  equations,  progressions,  and 
the  binomial  theorem.  He  must  also  show  that  he  has 
thoroughly  mastered  the  five  books  of  Plane  Geometry. 

Course  1.  College  Algebra,  The  first  semester’s  work 
consists  of  Algebra.  The  student  is  given  a  hurried  re¬ 
view  of  high  school  work,  paying  special  attention  to  ex¬ 
ponents,  radicals,  and  quadratics.  Then  progressions  and 
binomial  theorems,  logarithms,  and  general  theory  of 
equations  are  studied. 
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Course  2.  Trigonometry,  The  trigonometrical  equa¬ 
tions,  theory  of  logarithms,  solutions  of  right  and  oblique 
triangles,  special  problems.  Three  hours  a  week  for  sec¬ 
ond  semester. 

Course  3.  Solid  Geometry.  Elective,  especially  for 
those  who  wish  to  continue  the  study  of  Mathematics. 
Prerequisite,  Plane  Geometry.  Second  semester.  Two 
hours. 

Course  4.  Analytical  Geometinj.  Three  hours  a  week, 
first  semester.  Prerequisite,  Mathematics  1  and  2. 

Course  5.  Elements  of  Differential  and  Integral  Cal- 
cidus.  Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 


Department  of  Natural  Science 

Mr.  Williams 


Biology 

1-2.  General  Biology.  This  course  is  a  survey  course 
designed  to  give  the  student  some  knowledge  of  the  field. 
Distinguishing  characteristics,  structures,  functions,  and 
interrelations  of  plants  and  animals  are  emphasized. 
Two  hours  a  week  lecture  and  four  hours  a  week  labora¬ 
tory,  both  semesters.  Credit  will  not  be  given  for  one 
semester.  Credit,  eight  hours.  Laboratory  fees,  $2.00 
per  quarter;  breakage  fee,  $2.00. 

Chemistry 

1-2.  General  Chemistry.  This  course  covers  the  fun¬ 
damental  laws  of  chemistry  with  a  study  of  the  proper¬ 
ties,  methods  of  preparation,  and  uses  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  elements  and  their  compounds. 

Lectures  three  times  a  week  and  laboratory  twice  a 
week  throughout  the  year.  Credit  will  not  be  given  for 
one  semester's  work  alone.  Credit,  ten  hours.  Labora¬ 
tory  fee,  $3.00  per  quarter;  breakage  fee,  $2.00.

The  purpose  of  this  course  should  be  to  give  the  student 
of  Greek  such  a  foundation  in  the  language  as  to  enable 
him  to  begin  a  study  of  New  Testament  Greek. 

Courses  1-2.  Fall  and  spring  semester.  Text:  Greek 
Grammar  for  Beginners — Davis.  Five  hours  per  week. 
Credit,  ten  semester  hours. 

Courses  3-4.  This  will  be  a  continuation  of  courses 
1-2.  Three  hours  per  week,  both  semesters. 

Credit,  six  semester  hours.  Texts:  Anabasis  (Xeno¬ 
phon)  and  the  Greek  New  Testament. 
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Modern  Languages 

Mr.  Bell 

French 

French  1-2  6  hours. 

Elementary  French. 

Conversation,  pronunciation,  and  reading  of  interest¬ 
ing  French  stories. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  introduce  the  student 
to  French  Literature;  to  acquaint  him  with  some  of  the 
customs  and  characteristics  of  the  French  people  and  to 
give  him  such  basic  knowledge  of  the  language  as  will  be 
necessary  for  advanced  reading  in  the  French  Classics.

Texts :  Hugo,  Les  Miserables ;  Maupassant,  Contes 
Choisis;  Daudet,  Contes;  Bordeaux,  Le  Peur  de  Vivre; 
Holzworth  and  Price,  Intermediate  French. 

French  5-6 

Outline  History  of  French  Literature  and  Advanced 
Reading.  A  detail  study  of  Seventeenth  Century  Drama 
will  be  made,  with  readings  from  Corneille,  Racine,  and 
Moliere. 

Open  to  students  who  have  completed  Course  1-2. 
German 

C-1  6  hours. 

Grammar,  composition,  pronunciation,  memorizing  of 
four  or  five  German  poems ;  reading  of  many  interesting 
German  stories  and  legends. 

C-2  6  hours. 

Continuation  of  grammar ;  composition,  reading.  Pre¬ 
requisite,  German  1-2. 
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Department  of  Social  Science 

Mr.  Panc.lk 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  not  merely  to  teach 
facts,  but  rather  the  causes  and  results  of  the  various 
movements  of  history,  thus  giving  the  student  a  sympa¬ 
thetic  background  to  the  present  political,  social,  and 
economic  life  of  the  people  of  the  world  as  well  as  a 
deeper  appreciation  of  the  development  of  modern  insti¬ 
tutions. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  classroom  work,  students 
will  be  expected  to  do  collateral  reading  and  research  in 
each  course,  including  the  reading  of  magazines  and 
newspapers,  which  will  be  used  as  a  basis  for  the  dis¬ 
cussion  of  current  events. 

History 

Course  1-2.  History  of  Westeryi  Europe,  Fall  term. 
Three  hours  a  week.  Among  the  topics  studied  are  the 
Roman  Empire,  the  Church,  and  the  Papacy;  Feudalism; 
the  Renaissance  and  the  Protestant  Reformation.  Text: 
Robinson's  ‘‘History  of  Western  Europe,"  Volume  I. 

Credit,  three  hours. 

2.  History  of  Western  Europe,  Spring  term.  Three 
hours  a  week.  This  course  is  designed  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  general  trend  of  modern  European 
history.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  old  regime,  spirit 
of  reform,  the  French  Revolution,  the  Napoleonic  era, 
struggle  between  conservatism  and  liberalism,  causes  of 
the  World  War,  and  current  problems.  Text:  Robin¬ 
son's  “History  of  Western  Europe,"  Volume  II.  Credit, 
three  hours. 

Course  5-6.  American  History,  History  of  the  United 
States  (1783-1865). 

5.  Fall  term.  Three  hours  a  week.  This  course  in¬ 
cludes  a  rapid  survey  of  the  social,  political,  and  economic 
conditions  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution.  Other  topics 
studied  are  the  formation  of  the  Constitution  and  organ- 
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ization  of  the  new  government,  the  War  of  1812,  growth 
of  political  parties,  westward  movement,  slavery  agita¬ 
tion,  and  the  Civil  War. 

Text:  Muzzey's  ‘The  United  States  of  America,''  Vol¬ 
ume  1.  Credit,  three  hours. 

6.  American  History.  History  of  the  United  States 
(1865-1925).  Spring  term.  Three  hours  a  week.  The 
topics  to  be  studied  in  this  course  are:  Reconstruction 
and  problems  growing  out  of  the  Civil  War,  financial  and 
industrial  conditions  following  the  Civil  War,  the  Span- 
ish-American  War,  the  World  War  and  reconstruction, 
and  recent  national  problems.  Text:  Muzzey's  “The 
United  States  of  America,"  Volume  II.  Credit,  three 
hours. 

Course  7-8.  Pnyiciples  of  Economics. 

7.  A  comprehensive  survey  of  the  four  divisions  of 
Economics :  Production,  Consumption,  Exchange,  and 
Distribution.  A  few  special  problems,  such  as  Labor 
Problems,  Money  and  Banking,  Business  Financing,  and 
Business  Cycles,  are  given  emphasis. 

Text:  Economics,  Principles  and  Problems,  by  Edie. 

Fall  semestser,  three  hours. 

8.  Economics.  A  continuation  of  course  7. 

Prerequisite,  course  7.  Text,  the  same. 

Spring  semester,  three  hours. 

Courses  9-10.  Government. 

9.  American  Government  and  Politics.  A  course  de¬ 
signed  to  show  the  role  of  democratic  government  in 
modern  American  civilization  and  to  acquaint  the  student 
with  the  formation  and  workings  of  both  national  and 
local  administration.  Prerequisite,  courses  6  and  7. 

Text :  American  Government  and  Politics,  by  Beard. 

Fall  semester,  three  hours. 

10.  Continuation  of  9. 

Spring  semester,  three  hours. 
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Bible  Department 

Dr.  Weix’hkl 

As  a  Christian  institution,  Boiling  Springs  College  was 
founded  upon  the  Bible.  The  chief  aim  of  the  school  is 
the  development  of  Christian  character.  Therefore,  the 
Bible  Department  claims  major  attention.  The  following 
courses  will  be  offered  next  year : 

Courses  1-2. 

Bible  I.  Old  and  Neiv  Testament.  The  whole  Bible  is 
studied  from  the  historical  point  of  view.  In  the  fall 
semester  a  careful  study  is  made  of  the  Old  Testament. 
In  the  spring  semester  a  study  of  the  life  and  teachings 
of  Christ.  This  is  followed  by  a  study  of  the  spread  of 
Christianity  during  the  first  century  as  recorded  in  Acts 
and  the  Epistles. 

Credit,  four  semester  hours.  Two  times  a  week 
throughout  the  year. 

Courses  3-i. 

Bible  II.  Bible  Exjoosition;  Doctrine;  Missions; 
Church  and  Sunday  School  Methods.  In  this  course  a 
careful  exposition  will  be  made  of  some  book  in  the  New 
Testament.  Observation  will  be  made  of  great  themes 
and  subject  outlines.  A  short  outline  of  Christian  doc¬ 
trine  and  Christian  Missions  will  be  given. 

Text  Books:  The  Doctrines  of  Our  Faith,  by  E.  C.  Dar- 
gan;  Missions  in  the  Bible,  by  J.  B.  Lawrence;  Growing 
a  Church,  by  P.  E.  Burroughs,  and  the  Sunday  School 
Manual. 

Credit,  two  semester  hours.  One  time  a  week. 
Throughout  the  year. 

Courses  5-6. 

Course  III.  Christian  History.  The  main  facts  of 
Christian  history  from  the  Apostolic  era  to  the  present 
are  surveyed. 

Bible  I  and  Bible  II  a  prerequisite.  Credit,  four  semes¬ 
ter  hours.  Two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year. 
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Library  Science 

Miss  McMuktkky 

Course  1,  2  hours. 

Fall  term.  In  general,  the  aim  of  the  course  is  to  in¬ 
struct  the  student  in  the  use  of  books,  the  selection  of 
books  and  children's  literature,  and  the  administration 
of  school  libraries,  with  special  training  in  cataloguing 
and  organizing  a  school  library.  The  course  not  only 
arouses  interest  in  and  love  for  books,  but  also  prepares 
the  student  for  a  better  position  in  the  professional 
world.  Library  scholarships  are  offered  to  students  in 
this  course. 


Education 

Miss  Ahlks 

Course  1.  Methods  in  Primary  Reading  and  Lan¬ 
guage,  This  course  will  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
best  methods  of  teaching  primary  reading  and  language, 
together  with  texts  and  valuable  teaching  material.  Ob¬ 
servation  and  practice  teaching  will  be  done.  Credit, 
three  hours.  Fall  semester. 

Course  2.  Methods  in  Grammar  Grade  Reading  and 
Language,  Same  as  course  1,  except  for  grammar 
grades.  Credit,  three  hours.  Spring  semester. 

Course  3.  Primary  and  Grammar  Grade  Methods, 
This  course  will  include  a  study  of  the  technique  of  lesson 
planning,  general  method,  and  special  methods  in  ele¬ 
mentary  school  subjects.  Observation  will  be  done.  At¬ 
tempt  will  be  made  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  lit¬ 
erature  on  the  teaching  of  elementary  school  subjects.

Methods  of 
teaching  geography  and  sources  of  supplementary 
teaching  materials  will  receive  attention.  Credit,  three 
hours.  Spring  semester. 
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Course  5.  Children's  Literature,  This  course  is  de¬ 
signed  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  field  of  literature 
suitable  for  children.  Practice  in  story  telling  and  oral 
reading  will  be  given.  Credit,  three  hours.  Fall  semes¬ 
ter. 

Course  6.  Natui'e  Study,  Offered  the  spring  semester 
for  certificate  credit. 

Course  7.  Child  Study,  Topics  studied  in  this  course 
include  the  nervous  system,  the  laws  of  heredity,  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  environment,  the  laws  of  learning,  and  the 
nature  and  value  of  instincts  in  education.  Credit,  three 
hours.  Spring  semester. 

Course  8.  Management  of  Classroom,  It  is  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  this  course  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  or¬ 
ganization  and  routine  of  the  classroom.  Problems  of 
individual  differences,  discipline,  the  use  of  tests,  sched¬ 
ule  building,  etc.,  will  be  considered.  Credit,  three 
hours.  Spring  semester.

Note:  It  is  recommended  that  for  each  certificate  not  less  than 
three  semester  hours  be  devoted  to  Methods;  that  as  far  as  possible 
the  electives  be  limited  to  Science  (Biology  and  Chemistry),  His¬ 
tory,  English,  and  Geography. 

Before  any  certificate  will  be  issued  for  teaching  in  the  elementary 
schools  the  records  from  the  institution  in  which  the  applicant  re¬ 
ceived  her  training  must  show  that  she  has  reached  a  satisfactory 
stage  of  proficiency  in  Spelling  and  Penmanship.  This  require¬ 
ment  will  be  met  when  one  has  reached  the  Seventh  Grade  Norm  on 
the  Ayres  Spelling  Scale  and  has  made  a  score  of  seventy  (70)  on 
the  Ayres  Handwriting  Scale.  The  certification  of  this  will  be 
made  by  the  institution  and  will  appear  on  the  record.

The  Department  of  Music  offers  diplomas  in  Piano, 
Voice,  and  Public  School  Music.  Applied  Music  may  be 
taken  by  students  of  any  of  the  regular  college  courses, 
provided  the  music  added  is  within  the  limit  of  hours 
allowed  as  the  maximum. 

For  admission  to  the  freshman  class  a  candidate  must 
offer  15  units  of  the  entrance  requirements  for  the  A.B. 
degree.  For  admission  with  the  major  in  piano  a  student 
should  be  able  to  play : 

1.  All  scales  and  arpeggios,  major  and  minor,  through 
four  octaves,  parallel  motion,  at  a  moderate  tempo. 

2.  Several  studies  of  the  difficulty  of  Duvernoy  Op. 
120,  Czerny  Op.  636,  Heller  Op.  46,  Gurlitt  Op.  54. 

3.  A  sonata  of  the  difficulty  of  Mozart  “Sonata  in  C 
Major,”  Haydn  “Sonata  in  C  Major,”  Beethoven  “Sonata 
Op.  49,  No.  1.” 

4.  Pieces  of  the  difficulty  of  Tschaikowsky  “Song  of 
the  Lark,”  Schytte  “Witches’  Revel,”  Merkel  “Butterfly.” 

For  admission  with  the  major  in  voice  a  student  should 
possess  a  good  natural  voice  and  a  musical  ear.  Some 
knowledge  of  the  piano  will  be  found  helpful.

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Voice 

A.  Freshman  Voice, 

Position  of  body  and  breath  control ;  studies  by  Sieber 
and  Voccai,  together  with  technical  exercises  for  the 
development  of  tone  production;  simpler  songs  from 
classical  and  modern  composers. 

B.  Sophomore  Voice. 

Studies  by  Voccai  and  Concone;  technical  work  con¬ 
tinued;  songs  by  Schubert,  Franz,  LaFarge,  and  others. 

Theoretical  Courses 

Harmony  1-2. 

Required  of  freshmen  majoring  in  Music.  Credit,  two 
hours  each  semester. 

A  course  dealing  with  the  definition  of  intervals,  chord 
formation,  the  use  of  all  triads  and  their  inversions,  the 
dominant  seventh  and  its  inversions,  and  the  harmoniza¬ 
tion  of  figured  and  unfigured  basses  and  melodies. 

Harmony  3-h. 

Required  of  sophomores  majoring  in  Music.  Credit, 
two  hours  each  semester. 

Secondary  seventh  chords.  Chords  of  the  ninth, 
eleventh,  and  thirteenth.  Passing  notes,  bye  tones,  and 
auxiliary  notes  suspensions,  pedal  points,  modulation. 

Solfeggio  1-2. 

Required  of  freshmen  majoring  in  Music.  Credit,  two 
hours  each  semester.  Three  hours  recitation  each  week. 

A  study  of  music  through  sight-singing  and  dictation, 
proceeding  from  simple  exercises  to  those  involving  more 
complex  problems  of  tonality  and  rhythm. 

Solfeggio  S-U. 

Required  of  sophomores  majoring  in  Music.  Credit, 
one  hour  each  semester.  Two  class  recitations  each  week. 

A  continuation  of  the  sight-singing  and  ear-training 
work  of  Solfeggio  1-2.

A  study  of  texts  for  grammar  grade  use  and  of 
methods  of  interesting  children  in  music,  including  prob¬ 
lems  of  classroom  management  and  the  planning  of  class¬ 
room  work. 

Teaching  of  Music  in  the  High  School  3-4. 

Required  of  sophomores  majoring  in  Public  School 
Music.  Credit,  two  hours  each  semester. 

The  organization  and  conduct  of  a  high  school  depart¬ 
ment  of  music;  discussion  of  problems  peculiar  to  junior 
high  and  high  school,  and  of  songs  and  texts  suitable 
for  use  there. 

College  Glee  Club 

The  College  Glee  Club  is  composed  of  mixed  voices 
selected  from  the  college  students.  It  meets  for  two 
regular  practices  each  week,  and  is  a  source  of  pleasure 
to  the  members  as  well  as  an  opportunity  for  musical 
training  and  experience. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  ART 


Mrs.  Honkycutt 

Studio  Art, 

This  course  is  for  those  who  want  to  prepare  to  teach 
Art,  or  for  those  who  want  to  learn  to  paint  in  oils,  water 
color,  crayon,  china,  etc.,  just  for  the  love  of  art  and  the 
cultural  achievement. 

Drawing  from  cast  and  still  life,  which  includes  a  care¬ 
ful  study  of  proportion  and  of  light  and  shade. 

Drawing  and  painting  from  still  life,  with  special  study 
of  color  and  value. 

Outdoor  painting,  with  study  of  perspective. 

Drawing  and  painting  from  models. 

Commercial  and  Decorative  Art.  Mediums  used  are 
charcoal,  pastel,  water  color  and  oils. 

Students  who  desire  a  diploma  in  Art  should  take 
Studio  Art  and  History  and  Appreciation  of  Art. 
Tuition,  $22.00  per  semester. 

Art  1,  Fundamentals  of  Draining, 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  certain  skills  funda¬ 
mental  in  teaching  drawing  in  the  grades.  Topics  con¬ 
sidered  :  color,  theory,  lettering,  poster  designing,  pic¬ 
ture  study,  including  something  of  the  lives  of  artists, 
nature  drawing,  occupational  exercises  for  all  grades. 

Tuition,  group  classes,  each  $8.00  a  semester  for  two 
hours  credit.  Credit,  two  hours  or  four  hours. 

Art  2,  Industrial  Arts, 

This  course  is  given  for  teachers  of  grades.  It  in¬ 
cludes  the  culture  and  study  of  design,  color  charts, 
manipulation  and  work  with  wax,  clay,  textiles,  paper, 
wood,  gesso,  dipped  painting,  water  color,  charcoal,  etc. 
Two  or  four  hours  credit  may  be  given. 

Tuition,  group  classes,  each  $8.00  for  two  hours  credit. 
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Art  3,  History  and  Appreciation  of  Art, 

A  study  of  the  principles  of  art  as  shown  in  the  mas¬ 
terpieces  of  painting,  sculpture,  and  architecture,  with 
emphasis  on  showing  how  the  art  of  a  nation  reflects  its 
growth.  How  to  teach  picture  study  in  the  grades  is  one 
of  the  applied  problems  in  this  course.  Credit,  two 
hours. 

Art  4.  Decorative  Design, 

An  elementary  course  in  the  study  of  line,  mass,  and 
color  as  applied  to  various  surfaces  and  forms.  The  aim 
of  the  course  is  to  stimulate  the  student's  creative  ability 
and  develop  his  power  of  appreciation.  Offered  upon 
sufficient  demand. 

Tuition,  group  classes,  each  $8.00  a  semester. 


EXPRESSION 


Mrs.  Honeyci  tt 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  develop  logical  thinking 
in  reading.  Topics  considered  include  diction,  poise, 
story  telling,  platform  reading,  ease  and  freedom,  in¬ 
terpretation,  literary  and  dramatic.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  elimination  of  affectation  and  mannerisms  in 
both  voice  and  movement. 

Through  the  study  of  expression  one  may  cultivate  the 
habit  of  self-confidence  and  ability  for  leadership,  and 
through  the  harmonious  training  of  the  mind,  voice,  and 
body  one  may  develop  forceful  personality. 

To  receive  a  junior  college  diploma  in  expression  one 
must  complete  the  required  work  for  graduation  from 
junior  college  and  two  years  work  in  expression  above 
high  school  level.  Each  senior  will  give  a  public  recital. 

1.  Freshman  y^ar.  Imaginative  and  dramatic  think¬ 
ing.  Resonance  of  voice,  ease  and  freedom.  Extempo¬ 
raneous  speaking.  Public  reading.  Drama. 

Text:  Curry,  Foundation  of  Expression.

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BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT 

Mrs.  McBrayphi 

Realizing  that  in  all  walks  of  life  there  is  a  great  de¬ 
mand  for  those  trained  in  business,  we  have  this  year 
incorporated  in  our  curriculum  a  two-year  secretarial 
course.  The  student  satisfactorily  completing  this  course 
will  have  secured  a  thorough  grounding  in  business  prin¬ 
ciples,  and  need  not  hesitate  to  accept  a  position  in  any 
business  office.  Besides  the  usual  courses.  Shorthand, 
Bookkeeping,  and  Typewriting,  certain  other  courses, 
which  will  be  invaluable  to  one  entering  the  business 
world,  will  be  required  of  one  completing  the  work  of 
this  department.  A  certificate  will  be  given  upon  satis¬ 
factory  completion  of  this  course.  The  course  includes : 

Shorthand 

This  course  comprises  the  mastery  of  the  principles  of 
Gregg  Shorthand,  supplementary  material  for  word 
building,  dictation  of  actual  business  letters,  and  tran¬ 
scription  of  material  from  shorthand  notes. 

Typewriting 

The  Typewriting  Course  is  recommended  to  anyone 
wishing  to  become  proficient  in  the  touch  system  of  type¬ 
writing,  whether  or  not  he  expects  to  do  secretarial  work. 
This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  real  working  knowledge 
of  all  parts  of  the  typewriter,  and  a  complete  command 
of  the  keyboard  through  finger,  concentration,  and  ac¬ 
curacy  drills,  consisting  of  interesting  word,  sentence, 
and  paragraph  work.  Practice  in  typing  neat,  correct 
business  letters  is  emphasized. 

Bookkeeping 

A  thorough  course  in  Twentieth  Century  Bookkeeping 
is  offered.  The  student  completing  this  course  will  have 
kept  three  actual  sets  of  books,  and  will  have  a  practical 
working  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  bookkeeping. 
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Secretarial  Practice 

This  course  comprises  instruction  in  office  methods, 
office  problems,  and  secretarial  practice.  Practice  work 
in  the  school's  offices  will  be  given  students  when  they 
have  reached  such  a  degree  of  proficiency  as  to  war¬ 
rant  it. 

Descriptions  of  other  courses  to  be  taken  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  these  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  catalog.

The  policy  of  Boiling  Springs  College  is  to  give  to  the 
student  his  expenses  at  actual  cost.  For  this  reason  every 
student  is  required  to  pay  in  advance  board,  tuition,  and 
fees  for  each  quarter.  This  is  essential  for  the  reason 
that  we  have  reduced  our  expenses  to  the  minimum.  The 
total  fees,  payable  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter,  or 
half  of  a  semester,  are  $56.50,  and  for  the  entire  year 
only  $226.00.
